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'Taxi war' after new firm moves into town 


A ‘TAXI WAR’ has broken out in 
Oswestry after a new firm moved in. 

Managers at Go Carz private hire 
firm, which recently started operat¬ 
ing in the town, claim their drivers 
are being intimidated by some rival 
drivers and say they have even had 
to report one incident to the police. 

Some established drivers claim 
the new firm is parking in taxi ranks 


and touting for business reserved for 
hackney carriages. 

Cindy Wilday, director at Go Carz, 
claimed advertising banners had 
been ripped down. “We were asked 
by customers to come to Oswestry 
because they were frustrated at the 
low numbers of taxis available in the 
town,” she said. 

“We have been really busy and our 


drivers carried out nearly 1,000 jobs 
in the area last week. Oswestry is a 
fantastic town and we are delighted 
to be working here but we have been 
shocked and surprised at how some 
people have reacted. 

“Some of our banners and posters 
have been torn down. Our message 
today is that we are here to stay.” 

She said the latest incident hap¬ 


pened on Saturday night when a Go 
Carz driver was allegedly abused out¬ 
side the Wilfred Owen pub. 

“We have reported that incident to 
the police because we will not tolerate 
our drivers being threatened just for 
doing their job. We are a very profes¬ 
sional company with industry-leading 
technology underpinning our booking 
system,” she added. Inspector Tracy 


Ryan said: “ We are aware of this 
matter and that it has been referred 
to Shropshire Council’s licensing de¬ 
partment in the first instance. Should 
any further matters be reported we 
will respond in partnership with 
Shropshire Council.” Nick Cox, from 
Oswestry Cabs, said that providing it 
was a level playing field for everyone 
he was happy to see competition.

CALLS were made today for 
increased police presence in 
Oswestry after a violent attack 
left a teenager in a critical condi¬ 
tion in hospital. 

Town mayor Councillor Sandy Best 
said she was ‘not surprised’ that a serious 
incident had taken in a town churchyard. 

She said she had previously warned about youths 
gathering in the area and said there was not enough 
of a police presence in the town. 

A teenager has been arrested on suspicion of at¬ 
tempted murder following the attack which took 
place between 3pm and 4pm on Friday outside St 
Oswald’s Church. 

A 15-year-old victim was left with serious injuries 
and was critically ill in hospital. 

A 17-year-old boy arrested following the alleged 
attack has since been released on bail. He was kept 
in police custody over the weekend as the church¬ 
yard was cordoned off, with officers at the scene. 

Hotspot 

Town mayor Sandy Best believes the incident 
had been waiting to happen for months, due to not 
enough of a police presence in the town. 

She said an area of the churchyard was a hotspot 
for gathering youths, and she had warned this could 
happen before. She said: “Obviously it is shocking 
what has happened for Oswestry, but it hasn’t 
shocked me because I warned something like this 
was waiting to happen. 

“A couple of years ago the police commissioner 
came and I raised issues about not enough of a po¬ 
lice presence. There are only a couple of community 
support officers patrolling the area. 

“I myself have caught youths kicking the door of 
the church in, and it is a hotspot in that area for 
activity and gathering. We have a problem with 
youths in Oswestry and there needs to be more for 
the youth of the town to do.” 

Police have increased patrols in the area. 

Det Sgt Dave Myer said: “We would ask anyone 
who has not yet spoken to us that has information to 
get in contact with us.” Call police on 101.

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Lembit loses Parliament 
pass for breaking rules

FORMER Montgomeryshire MP 
Lembit Opik has been stripped 
of his parliamentary pass for 
repeatedly breaking rules in a 
Commons bar. 

Mr Opik, who was once tipped as as 
party leader, has had his ‘Category X’ 
pass, which is given to former politi¬ 
cians, withdrawn. 

It is given to MPs who served at least one 
term, to smooth the process of returning 
top civilian life. 

Pass holders are entitled to use the sub¬ 
sidised restaurants and drink in the exclu¬ 
sive Strangers’ Bar. 

However they are not allowed to bring 
guests, and Mr Opik, now 53, has had his 
taken off him for breaking rules on more 
than one occasion. 

The former Lib Dem MP, who served 
Montgomeryshire for 13 years before los¬ 
ing his seat in 2010, said: “They said that I 
had done something that was not allowed. 

Protocol 

“I didn’t intentionally break the rules. I 
have a lot of respect for the parliamentary 
estate. I think it is respectful to uphold this 
judgement. If they think I have done some¬ 
thing wrong then I will accept that. 

“They said something like I had not fol¬ 
lowed the right protocol in having someone 
on the terrace. 

“Presumably they felt I had done the 
same thing again. 

“You can argue about the nuances of it 
but the big point is that everybody has a 
responsibility to respect the regulations.” 

A Commons spokesman said: “In March 
2018 the Administration Committee sus¬ 
pended the pass of the former member, 
Lembit Opik, for breaching the conditions 
of issue. 

“The suspension was extended in May 
2018 due to a further breach.” 

He is one of a long list of 433 former pol¬ 
iticians who have a pass, including David 
Cameron, Nick Clegg, George Osborne, and 
ex-ministers Chris Huhne and Jonathan 
Aitken. 


BOSSES at a bus firm have thanked an MP 
and council bosses for helping them save a 
route which was at risk of being lost. 

Lakeside Coaches has had its application 
to the Traffic Commissioner accepted to 
take over the Ellesmere to Oswestry ser¬ 
vice. 

The 449 is a direct bus service between 
the two towns and runs via Whittington. 

It had been run by Tanat Valley Coaches 
for the last 40 years but the company lost 
out on a contract connected with the ser¬ 


vice. Gareth Davies, director of Lakeside 
Coaches, said: “We’re very pleased to an¬ 
nounce that we have been granted permis¬ 
sion to run the service. 

“It normally takes eight weeks to register 
a service but we were able to do it in three 
because we had the support of the local MP 
Owen Paterson and the transport unit at 
Shropshire Council. 

“We have also had lots of support from 
the public. We announced it on Facebook 
and it got 8,500 views, and there were lots 


of nice comments and feedback too. Many 
people got in touch with Mr Paterson to ask 
us to run it. 

“Fortunately we were already on the 
case.” 

Lakeside Coaches takes over on Septem¬ 
ber 3 and new timetables have been pub¬ 
lished. Mr Davies says there has been some 
improvements to the timetable. 

He said the link to Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital at Gobowen has been maintained 
in the service.

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Blueprint 
changes for 
£1 million 
sports hub 

PLANS for a £1 million sports hub 
near a secondary school are to be 
re-submitted due to changes in the 
land. 

In March, following extensive talks 
between St Martins Parish Council, 
Shropshire Council and St Martins 
School, proposals for a £lm sports 
hub were revealed. It was due to be 
built on land donated by Ian Hill-Tre- 
vor, of the Brynkinalt Estate. 

Plans were submitted from Shrop¬ 
shire Council and work around secur¬ 
ing grant funding was taking place. 

Work is still in progress, however 
plans need to be changed as the 10 
acres of land that were donated have 
been moved to a new area behind the 
school. 

County councillor for St Mar¬ 
tins, Steve Davenport, said: “Things 
are moving on, we have most of the 
money sorted for the project. 

“We are having to change the plans 
because of where the 10 acres of land 
is. The new land will be behind the 
school so we will have to re-submit 
the planning application. 

“We have progressed with looking 
at grants and things are coming to¬ 
gether, the majority of the money is 
sorted.” 

New homes are being built on the 
estate’s property and Mr Hill-Trevor 
was keen to work with the community 
and offer extra land to provide recrea¬ 
tion facilities for the village.

Probe call in TNS saga to 
save council reputation

AN independent inquiry into the 
TNS saga must be carried out 
before any further damage is 
done to the reputation of Shrop¬ 
shire Council, says the leader of 
the authority’s Labour group. 

The group is making its call in a motion 
to the next full council meeting to be held 
on September 20. The authority gave The 
New Saints FC an £80,000 grant in 2012 
to build a new stand for its participation in 
European competitions. 

The council says the money should have 
been paid back to local organisations in 
grants of £16,000 a year over five years. 

However, earlier this year the council an¬ 
nounced just £10,000 of the grant had been 
paid back. It has led to an increasingly bit¬ 
ter row between the club and the council 
over whether the money had to be repaid. 

Leader of the Labour Group, Councillor 
Alan Mosley, said they were calling for the 
inquiry given the escalating controversy 
surrounding the grant. 

He continued: “Unfortunately, our pre¬ 
vious request to the leader, Councillor 
Peter Nutting, and CEO Clive Wright was 
rejected out of hand. This was despite the 
special Audit Committee report concluding 
that they could not determine whether fail¬ 
ures to recover grant monies from TNS due 
to managerial and officer changes were ‘by 
design or accident’. 

“The same report states that opportuni¬ 
ties to regain the money from TNS occurred 
on 10 separate occasions, including during 
the reign of the current administration, but 
‘it is unclear why action was not taken’. 

“It is very clear that the owner of TNS 
refutes many of the council’s claims and 
counters its interpretation of events. 

“There remain doubts in the minds of a 
large number of residents and the reputa¬ 
tion of the council is being further eroded 
without issues being unambiguously re¬ 
solved. Many believe that there may have 
been a cover-up of wrong-doing.” 

Labour believe the Audit Committee’s 
report leaves many unanswered questions 
and an independent inquiry is needed.

Over the last month OsNosh has doubled 
its target goal of donations and is eager for 
more support and also volunteers.

The British Ironwork Centre is awaiting 
news of when its retrospective application 
for permission for its tourism and retail ac¬ 
tivities on land south of Oswestry will be 
decided by Shropshire Council. 

Centre chairman, Clive Knowles, said it 
was proving difficult to keep sustaining the 


high standards at the centre when it was 
unable to do work such as toilet improve¬ 
ments. 

“We want to provide quality facilities and 
the toilets are absolutely essential,” he said. 

“The planning process which started 
in 2015 was derailed in 2017, resulting in 
Shropshire Council insisting that the pre¬ 
vious application was withdrawn and a new 
application resubmitted this year.” He said 
support had come from across the country.

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Worrying news of what might 
be just over the horizon for pa¬ 
tients in the Welshpool area this 
week with Shropdoc announcing 
the closure of sites at Oswestry 
and Bridgnorth. 

The changes come after 
Shropshire’s current out-of¬ 
hours GP service teamed up 
with Shropcom, a trust running 
community services, to win the 
new GP-led out-of-hours con¬ 
tract for the county starting in 
October. And big changes are on 
the way in Powys too. 

Patients in the Welshpool area 
have been told to continue using 
the Shropdoc number until the 
end of the year when NHS 111 
will be launched as a much-de¬ 
layed replacement and people 
are already worried about the 
impact the changes will have. 
News of a reduced service 
across the Shropshire border will 
do little to settle those nerves. 

The Shropdoc service has had 
its critics but for over 20 years 
things have moved along pretty 
smoothly and indeed the service 
was regarded as “outstanding” 
when rated. So it’s a great shame 
to see these changes which are 
being made purely for financial 
reasons. 

At the moment many patients 
are being asked to make their 
own way to Welshpool Hospital 
to see a member of the Shrop¬ 
doc team if their call is outside 
of hours. That’s bad enough, so 
the very thought that they may 
be asked to travel to Shrewsbury 
in the future makes my blood 
boil. Let’s hope the 111 Service 
proves better than the Shropcom 
version across the border.

National Rail is anything but 
customer friendly as I found out 
to my cost this week after mak¬ 
ing a silly mistake when book¬ 
ing an advance ticket on-line. 
The problem was I pressed the 
wrong button and booked a train 
two hours later than the one I 
wanted. 

The on-line service informed 
me I could easily put the mat¬ 
ter right by calling National Rail 
and asking for the booking to be 
changed which seemed the per¬ 
fect solution to this occasional 
user of the country’s rail network.

Police boss: Everyone 
has abuse responsibility 


Police are educating shop 
staff to 999 crews to spot 
signs of abuse and make 
towns as safe as possible 

BINMEN, hotel workers, shop¬ 
keepers and firefighters in 
Shropshire are all being trained 
to spot signs of child abuse. 

A police boss said officers are en¬ 
suring they have eyes and ears at all 
times to spot signs of abuse. 

His message is that everyone has a 
responsibility to be aware and to report 
anything suspicious. 

Superintendent Tom Harding said: 
“I’ve got a limited number of police of¬ 
ficers and we’re trying to ensure that 
Telford is as safe as possible. 

“So we’re trying to educate and ensure 
that we have eyes and ears across the 
town at all times. 

“We are looking at who is best placed 
to identify any concerning behaviour. 

“We’ve worked with Telford Shopping 
Centre staff and the main hotels and bin- 
men around CSE and vulnerability and 
in general terms how to look after each 
other. 

“We’re also working with housing of¬ 
ficers and the fire service. 

“It’s just asking people to have a ques¬ 
tioning mindset and providing them with 
the tools to report it. 

“It’s a rolling programme and we’re 
going to expand it out.” 

Back in 2016 a martial arts coach from 
Telford was arrested by police after hotel 
staff rang the NSPCC with concerns 
when questioning a teenager he was 
sharing a room with. 

Matthew Kendall, from Telford, was

then arrested on suspicion of groom¬ 
ing and killed himself in October 2016. 
The 39-year-old was never charged be¬ 
fore his death but the girl said she was 
groomed over a 22-month period, start¬ 
ing when she was 14. 

In recent years there have been 39 
reports of sexual grooming across the 
county. 

Between January 2010 and Decem¬ 
ber last year there have been 18 re¬ 
ports across Shropshire’s policing area 
and 21 reports in Telford & Wrekin, a 
Freedom of Information to West Mercia 
Police has revealed. The victims were 
aged between 10 and 15 at the time of 
the offences. 

Superintendent Harding said he 
wanted reports of concerns - but did 
not support direct action from members 


of the public. He said there are times 
where groups take it upon themselves 
to try to sting potential criminals. 

“We’ve had at least two or three re¬ 
ports a year where there’s no offence,” 
he said. “Obviously if anyone brings it 
to our attention we will look at it seri¬ 
ously but we don’t advise that groups 
start to take action into their own 
hands. We do have an online CSE team 
which works full time seeking to iden¬ 
tify offenders but also those who may 
be vulnerable.” 

He added that a number of the re¬ 
ports will be historic crimes. 

“The majority of sexual offences that 
we investigate now are not recent of¬ 
fences, my priority is making sure peo¬ 
ple report crime,” he said. 

“We do monitor the current offences 


and that is reducing. In general we’ve 
seen a reduction in crime over the last 
18 months across most crime types.” 

Superintendent Harding said child 
sexual exploitation is inextricably linked 
to grooming. 

He said: “The individuals are 
groomed, that’s how they are brought 
into that world. We’re seeing the vast 
majority of offenders are white middle 
class, middle-aged men. It’s a full spec¬ 
trum of people from all types of back¬ 
grounds. People tend to stereotype these 
type of offences, but we have to keep a 
really open mind.” 

Mr Harding noted key points of advice 
for parents to keep their children safe. 

He said: “The key advice to parents 
is making sure that they know what 
their children are doing, for example 
not letting the kids have their phones 
in their bedrooms when they’re meant 
to be asleep and supervising what they 
are doing. 

“There’s also certain parental con¬ 
trols parents can have put on phones 
depending on the provider to stop them 
accessing certain websites. 

“Lots of phones which use iCloud can 
be looked at remotely by parents. 

“But we do advise parents to be open 
with their children and to have comput¬ 
ers in the more communal areas of the 
house. People have got to be aware that 
nothing on a phone disappears, anything 
can be saved and then sent on. The key 
bit for parents is just noticing a change 
in their behaviour, the schools are very 
switched on looking for signs.” 

He added: “If parents have concerns 
often the best place to approach is the 
school, they have material about how to 
keep children safe online. The key thing 
to say to children is to go and speak to 
an adult that they trust, going to the 
police isn’t the only way of reporting 
something.”

In 1995, 9,200 British fishing 
vessels landed 912,000 tons of 
fish. By 2016 there were only 
6,191 vessels landing 701,000 
tons. 

Where we were once a net 
exporter, UK imports reached 
730,000 tonnes of fish by 2016 
with a combined value of over £3 
billion. The decline of British fish¬ 
ing has come to symbolise the 
worst, most destructive conse¬ 
quences of our EU membership. 

The Common Fisheries Pol¬ 
icy has been a biological, envi¬ 
ronmental, economic and social 
disaster, doomed to failure by 
its ludicrous attempt to manage 
a complex marine environment 
with arbitrary bureaucratic poli¬ 
cies as inflexible as they are re¬ 
mote. 

The core failure is the CFP’s 
system of individual species 
quotas. In a mixed fishery such 
as ours, no matter how careful a 
fisherman is, he will catch spe¬ 
cies that exceed his quota. His 
only option is to “discard” the 
excess into the sea. An estimat¬ 
ed 1 million tons of perfectly ed¬ 
ible fish are thrown back dead in 
this way each year - perhaps up 
to 40 per cent of all fish caught. 

Discard 

An EU discard ban is to be 
fully enforced as of 2019 but is 
proving unworkable. Outside 
the CFP, we can replace the 
fixed-quota system with one 
based on the amount of time a 
vessel can spend at sea - known 
as “refined effort control”. 

Here, fishermen can keep, 
land and record all catches in ex¬ 
change for a limit on fishing time 
at sea. These mandatory land¬ 
ings coupled with embracing the 
latest in modern tracking tech¬ 
nology and selective fishing gear 
- which, remarkably, can carry a 
penalty inside the EU - will allow 
us to harvest real-time, accurate 
data to ensure the sustainability 
of stocks. 

To achieve this, the Govern¬ 
ment must act quickly. A pro¬ 
tracted phase under European 
rules would prove fatal, yet this 
is precisely what the Chequers 
White Paper advocates, failing to 
grasp the scale of the opportuni¬ 
ty that Brexit provides for fisher¬ 
ies or the damage which Europe¬ 
an policy has inflicted on coastal 
communities. 

But under the bold terms of a 
WTO deal, we can immediately 
abrogate the CFP and revert to 
international law, automatically 
retaking control over all water 
and resources and negotiat¬ 
ing with our neighbours on an 
equal footing from a position of 
strength.

IS IT TOO LATE TO MAKE A CLAIM 
ON EX-HUSBAND’S PENSION? 

Q: My ex-husband and I divorced amicably over ten years ago after twenty eight years of marriage. Our children had grown up and neither of us has ever 
remarried. When we divorced my husband said he would see me alright out of his pension if I was on my own when we got old, but there was no formal 
arrangement. 

Whilst he is a successful company director I now struggle to make ends meet and I have no money put away for my old age. Now we are both coming up to 
retirement, he is denying ever offering me any help. Is it too late to make a claim on his pension? 

A: When couples divorce it is not uncommon for a wife who has given up work to raise children of the marriage to reasonably expect, and receive, a proportion 
of the husband’s pension. It is however less common for there not to have been a Financial Order put in place at the time of divorce. 

A Financial Order sets out exactly what should happen to each party’s assets and income and makes those financial decisions legally binding - something that is 
advisable. Without a Financial Order in place it means one party can later make a claim on the other party’s assets to include pensions irrespective of the length 
of time that has lapsed since the Decree Absolute dissolving the marriage. 

You will need to apply for a Pension Sharing Order so that the pension can be split and part of the benefits transferred to you. The Court can split pensions after 
retirement but the rules are different and therefore we would suggest you seek advice from a family law solicitor so that terms can 
be agreed and an Order be submitted to the Court.

What Future Fit is really all about 


THERE is no doubt that healthcare in 
Shropshire is experiencing significant 
problems. 

It is also true many of these problems re¬ 
late to the inability to be able to duplicate 
specialist out-of-hours rotas on two sites.

This 
is a return to the ‘Hot and Heavy’ model 
favoured by RSH consultants 20 years ago, 
except that now acute medicine would also 
be included. The current model would leave 


PRH as a mainly daycare and outpatient 
hospital. So, please be aware that what this 
is all about is the creation of one hospital in 
Shrewsbury. That may well be for the best, 
but it’s disingenuous of people to suggest 
otherwise. Consultation periods were never 
designed to allow people to have any say in 
the future plan - just to let us all know 
what’s going to happen anyway.

Almost 10,000 share 
views on Future Fit

MORE than 9,300 surveys have 
now been filled in by people leav¬ 
ing feedback on the Future Fit 
proposals. 

Pam Schreier, who is the commu¬ 
nications and engagement lead for 
the Future Fit programme, said it ac¬ 
counted for nearly two per cent of the 
population served by Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital and Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital. 

She told a recent meeting of Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin Council’s joint 
health overview and scrutiny committee: 
“Normally we would expect to see a spike 
in the second half of the consultation and 
particularly near the end.” 

She said the average UK response rate to 
a public consultation was 0.7 per cent. 

During the consultation, public exhibi¬ 
tion events have allowed people to speak 
directly to clinicians and there have also 
been a series of pop-up displays. 

Clinicians have held question and an¬ 
swer sessions on Twitter and people have 
been able to leave their feedback on the 
two options in the consultation by complet¬ 
ing a survey. The options put forward by 
Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin Clinical 
Commissioning Groups involve separating 
emergency and planned care. 

Under the plans, there would be a sin¬ 
gle emergency centre for the county at ei¬ 
ther RSH or PRH, but health bosses have 
stressed it is ‘not a vote’. 

The way the consultation has been car¬ 
ried out received a mix of praise and con¬ 
cern from members of the public at a recent 
scrutiny committee meeting.

AM calls for 
Welsh not to 
be forgotten 
inshake-up 

A POLITICIAN has said the Welsh 
Government should do more for 
health services in the area and having 
an emergency centre in Shrewsbury 
is a more sustainable option. 

Russell George, AM for Montgomer¬ 
yshire, commented after the Newport 
councillor Eric Carter said the peo¬ 
ple of Mid Wales should have access 
to the best services, but it shouldn’t 
mean the people of Shropshire being 
put at risk. 

People of Newport called for option 
two in the Future Fit project to be 
taken, for an emergency centre to be 
in Telford. One reason is because it 
would take over 30 minutes to get to 
Shrewsbury, however Mr George said 
people in Mid Wales have had to do 
that for years. 

He said: “Having the emergency 
centre in Shrewsbury is the better 
option because it is more sustainable, 
and Mid Wales makes it more sustain¬ 
able. 

“Also people in Mid Wales have al¬ 
ways had to travel more than 30 min¬ 
utes to get to an emergency centre. 
They need the people of Mid Wales to 
make it sustainable.” 

Cllr Carter also insisted that the 
Welsh Government should be doing 
more to cater for the health needs of 
the people of Mid Wales and Powys. 
Mr George agreed, however he still 
believes that the emergency care 
should be accessed in Shrewsbury, 
and it would be a better all round de¬ 
cision for everyone. 

He added: “If the planned care is 
taken to Telford like it is being sug¬ 
gested in option one, then the Welsh 
Government should be investing in 
the health system in Powys. 

“It is the perfect opportunity for 
them to do so.”

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£2 million to 
help support 
area's lonely 
young people 

CHARITIES and community organ¬ 
isations tackling youth loneliness in 
Shropshire, Telford and Wrekin can 
now apply for a slice of £2 million of 
funding to develop their projects. 

The move follows a report that 
shows more than 80 per cent of youth 
workers agree loneliness is an issue 
for the young people they work with, 
particularly in deprived communities. 

The Co-op Foundation’s A Place 
To Belong report found that despite 
youth loneliness being widespread, 
young people faced barriers when 
talking about feeling lonely - with 73 
per cent of youth workers disagreeing 
that the young people they work with 
actively seek help to tackle the prob¬ 
lem. Now the foundation is putting 
up to £lm in match funding towards 
an £11.5m wider pot of cash under 
the Building Connections Fund, an¬ 
nounced in June by Prime Minister 
Theresa May to tackle the issue. 

The government is putting in £lm 
and the remaining £9.5m is being 
awarded by the Big Lottery Fund. 

Eligible organisations from the 
county can apply to the foundation 
for funding to explore loneliness in 
greater depth, test youth-led innova¬ 
tions within their existing provision 
and share their learning as part of 
the foundation’s national ‘Belong’ 
network. 

Grants of up to £80,000 are avail¬ 
able with guidance for applicants via 
the Co-op Foundation’s website. 

And grants of between £30,000 and 
£100,000 are available to support pro¬ 
jects which reach out to people of all 
ages who feel lonely or isolated, and 
encourage them to take part in activi¬ 
ties from the Big Lottery. 

Deadline for bids is September 26, 
bosses said. 


Football club foundation 
to mark fifth birthday

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NEWS IN BRIEF 

Get help on 
costs of kit 

PARENTS across Wales could be enti¬ 
tled to £125 to help cover the cost of 
school uniforms, sports kit and kit for 
sports and activities outside of school 
such as Scouts and Guides. 

The new fund, PDG Access, is tar¬ 
geted at learners who are eligible for 
free school meals or children who are 
looked after and are going into recep¬ 
tion class or Year 7 in September and 
aged four to 11 in special schools, Spe¬ 
cial Educational Needs (SEN) Units 
or Pupil Referral Units. 

The fund will also cover funding 
for equipment for out of school hours 
trips, including outdoor learning, and 
equipment for activities. 

Failed timber 
deal revealed 

AN organisation has admitted it cost 
the Welsh taxpayer £1 million over a 
deal to sell wood to a sawmill. 

A Wales Audit Office report was car¬ 
ried out into Natural Resources Wales 
and its failures to properly tender tim¬ 
ber that was grown on publicly owned 
land. The government sponsored body 
had signed a 10-year agreement with 
BSW Timber. However the firm failed 
to deliver part of the £39 million deal, 
and went into collapse last year. 

The deal wasn’t tendered by NRW. 
However it awarded the firm further 
contracts without going to the open 
market. 

The report found that NRW be¬ 
lieved it earned £1 million less from 
an original deal than it would have re¬ 
ceived if it had put out to tender. 

A former NRW chairman resigned 
over the fiasco. 


Interest expected to be 
high in pubs on market

OPPORTUNITIES to invest in or 
run three popular pubs and ho¬ 
tels have become available in 
Mid Wales. 

The Bell Hotel in Newtown, The 
Pinewood Tavern at Welshpool and 
The White Horse at Machynlleth, have 
been placed on the market through 
Morris, Marshall and Poole with Nor¬ 
man Lloyd. 

“There is always a lot of interest in com¬ 
mercial licensed premises in areas such as 
north Powys that attract a good local trade 
as well as tourists and guests who are visit¬ 
ing the area,” said Andrew Turner, a part¬ 
ner at MMP/NL. 

“Targeted at the right markets they can 
provide a good property investment as well 
as being an owner occupier opportunity.” 

The Bell Hotel, dating back to the late

In Welshpool, the Pinewood Tavern as 
been placed on the market for £200,000, 
offering bar areas and private accommoda¬ 
tion above. 

“The Pinewood is a well-known pub 
within the town and has had a regular local 
trade. 

“It could be maintained as a public house 
or, with suitable planning permission, be 
converted for other retail or commercial 
use,” said David Jones, a partner at MMP/ 
NL who is handling its sale.

Committee 
is told of 
automation 
challenges 

THE challenges of automation and 
artificial intelligence will dominate 
the next 40 years and it is vital Wales 
is ready to shape the future, says a 
National Assembly committee. 

The Economy, Infrastructure and 
Skills Committee concluded the Welsh 
Government needs to identify and 
invest in areas where Wales already 
has a competitive advantage - for in¬ 
stance, in compound semi-conductors, 
insurance and healthcare - and sup¬ 
port the sectors to be at the forefront 
of global industry. 

The committee looked at, among 
other areas, precision agriculture, 
autonomous vehicles and future skills 
needed to compete during the course 
of its inquiry. 

It found that school curriculums 
will need to be changed to take into 
account the new skills needed as it is 
estimated 65 per cent of children in 
school today will be doing jobs that 
haven’t been invented yet. 

“The growing body of studies and 
reports concerning automation and 
Artificial Intelligence, or AI, give 
a range of outcomes,” said Russell 
George AM, Chair of the Economy, 
Infrastructure and Skills Committee. 

“It is clear that failure to prepare 
will be preparing to fail in this brave 
new world. 

“We hope this report generates 
discussion - not just in the corridors 
of power, but among a wide range of 
businesses, across sectors and out in 
the streets of Wales.” The commit¬ 
tee was told automation will displace 
adults currently in the workplace, re¬ 
quiring them to retrain.

Mobile phone firms accused of allowing 
rural areas to become ‘digital wilderness’ 


A POLITICIAN has praised all those in¬ 
volved in a rail project which will boost the 
local economy. 

North Wales AM Mark Isherwood vis¬ 
ited Llangollen Railway’s major civil engi¬ 
neering project at Corwen Central Station 
to meet the organisation’s chairman Liz 
McGuiness, project leader Richard Dix- 
on-Gough and active railway volunteers. 

He said he was extremely impressed by 
the work which has been carried out over 
the past eight months. He said: “So much 
has been achieved in the months since I 
last visited this magnificent project, with 
the water tower installed on prepared foot¬ 
ings, the walls up for the former Weston 
Rhyn signal box, the temporary station 
building re-roofed and externally painted, 
and much more. The temporary station 
at Dwyrain Corwen East has brought in 
people despite its out of town location and 
Corwen Central Station, located near to 
Corwen town centre, should attract more 
with its car park and bus interchange. 
With the engagement of local businesses, 
the station could make a major contribu¬ 
tion to the town’s regeneration as a visitor 
and business destination. There is also the 
potential for more use of the T3 Barmouth 
bus as a means of bringing in visitors and 
offering connections with Bala for the 
other nearby heritage railway.” 

Strong house 
price growth 
for the region 

THE West Midlands has shown the strong¬ 
est house price growth in the UK, accord¬ 
ing to new figures. 

The region outperformed other areas of 
the country, showing an increase of almost 
six per cent in the year to June. 

The trend in the West Midlands is in 
stark contrast to London, where prices 
have fallen at their fastest pace since 2009 
as the capital’s property market continues 
to cool. Data from the Office for National 
Statistics shows that house prices in Lon¬ 
don dropped 0.7 per cent in the year to 
June, the lowest annual growth rate since 
September 2009 when they fell 3.2 per 
cent. It continues an overall decline in the 
capital seen since the Brexit vote in 2016. 

The West Midlands experienced house 
price growth of 5.8 per cent, according to 
the figures. 

The price of a typical UK house is now 
around £228,400, a £1,000 increase on the 
previous month.Wales saw average house 
prices increase by 4.3 per cent over the pre¬ 
vious 12 months to stand at £157,000. 

Annual house price growth across 
the country slowed to its lowest level in 
nearly five years in June, ONS figures also 
showed. 

Average property values increased by 
three per cent, down from 3.5 per cent in 
May. Samuel Tombs, chief UK economist 
at Pantheon Macroeconomics, said: “In¬ 
creases in mortgage rates have restricted 
the amount that home-buyers are willing 
and able to borrow.”

MOBILE phone companies were accused of 
allowing rural areas to become a “digital wil¬ 
derness” after new figures revealed 100,000 
households and businesses in Shropshire were 
without full 4G mobile phone coverage. 

Latest figures from Ofcom also show that 
nearly a tenth of homes and businesses in 
Powys have no 4G service whatsoever. The 
communications watchdog’s Connected Na¬ 
tions report shows that while 4G coverage has 
improved considerably over the past year, there 
are still vast swathes of Shropshire and Mid 
Wales where coverage is patchy. 

The report shows that in January this year, 
58 per cent of businesses and homes in the 
Shropshire Council were without reliable 4G 
coverage from all four mobile phone networks.

AMBULANCE bosses say there is 
“no doubt” extra staff will be need¬ 
ed to deal with the Future Fit hospi¬ 
tal changes. 

Mark Docherty, director of clinical com¬ 
missioning for West Midlands Ambulance 
Service, said its ambulance response 
times are currently good, but the trust 
thinks it will need additional resources to 
cope with the proposed changes. 

Speaking to Shropshire and Telford & Wre- 
kin Council’s joint health overview and scru¬ 
tiny committee, he said the trust has already 
started to take on more staff. 

Under the Future Fit plans, there will be just 
one emergency centre serving the county at ei¬ 
ther Royal Shrewsbury Hospital or Telford’s 
Princess Royal Hospital, but urgent care cen¬ 
tres would be set up at both sites. 

Mr Docherty said: “There’s no doubt it will 
require additional resource.

“The bit that’s difficult to model is the behav¬ 
iour of the public. 

“If you haven’t got the bus routes sorted peo¬ 
ple might call an ambulance because they can’t 
get a bus.” 

A Future Fit travel and transport group has 
been set up to consider the impact on ambu¬ 
lance services and is also looking at what public 
and community transport options are available. 

Issues around transport have been raised as a 
widespread concern during the Future Fit pub¬ 
lic consultation, with people pointing out that 
bus routes are a major issue, especially in the 
more rural parts of Shropshire. 

The committee also heard that an assess¬ 
ment has now been carried out into how the 
Future Fit plans are expected to impact ambu¬ 
lance services. 

The work, which has been done by consul¬ 
tancy firm Operational Research In Health, was 
presented to health chiefs for the first time just 
two weeks ago. 

Before seeing the work, Councillor Andy Bur- 
ford, chairman of the scrutiny committee, said 
the timing was a “major concern”. 

He said: “It’s been a major concern to this 
committee that we haven’t seen the ambulance 
modelling before now, because we are nearing 
the end of the consultation. We have always 
thought we should have seen that earlier in the 
day. We are concerned about the demands that 
will be put on the service.” 


MORE seats, cheaper tickets and better staff¬ 
ing at stations are the three main things that 
urgently need improving on trains in the West 
Midlands, claims a local rail campaign group.

A CREDIT union is closing its 
branches in two towns. 

The Cambrian Credit Union is 
struggling with its own financial prob¬ 
lems and has announced that it is 
closing its part-time counter services 
based in the Welshpool and Newtown 
libraries. 

Offices in Caernarfon, Denbigh and Wr¬ 
exham will only open for one day a week 
leaving Rhyl and Llandudno Junction as 
the only full-time offices from November. 

It has more than 12,000 adult members 
and 1,500 junior savers and employs more 
than 30 members of staff and around 50 
volunteers. Some jobs will be lost. 

Powys County Councillor Graham Breeze 
said the closure would be a great loss to the 
town of Welshpool. 

“The library only linked up with the 
credit union in March so this a real disap¬ 
pointment,” he said. 

“The Cambrian Credit Union offers so 
much to alleviate poverty and financial 
pressure for people in our community and 
it is a great shame that more people have 
not made use of the facility in Welshpool.” 

Chairman of the Cambrian Credit Union 
Board, Paul Green, said: “In recent years 
our loan revenue has not been covering our 
operational costs. This means we have not 
paid a dividend and we are forced to make 
changes to improve the situation. 

“Regretfully, this means that we are re¬ 
ducing staff numbers and office opening 
hours. This is not a decision taken lightly. 

“Due to exceptionally low footfall in New¬ 
town and Welshpool - around 25 members 
a month - we will not offer a face-to-face 
service. Collection points will also close.”

THERE will be a “small” reduction in 
staff at the trust running Shropshire’s 
two main hospitals under the Future Fit 
plans but no redundancies are expected, 
health bosses say. 

Victoria Maher, workforce director at 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust (SaTH), said there will be a decline 
in the number of registered nurses under 
the proposals, but stressed that new roles 
are also being developed. 

Healthcare assistants are being trained 
to take on a new nurse associate role. 

There are due to be more than 120 of 
them at the trust in the next five years. 

The nursing associate role is a new sup¬ 
port role, freeing up registered nurses to 
provide more complex clinical care. 

Ms Maher said: “Under both options, 
there is a small reduction in staff num¬ 
bers, as outlined in the outline business 
case. Over the next five years, we will see 
huge developments in new technology. 
This includes moving to electronic pa¬ 
tient records, which will have an effect 
on our workforce needs. 

“There will also be fewer staff needed 
in some areas due to the reduced duplica¬ 
tion of services across two sites. 

“As we currently have a turnover of 
around 350 staff each year, we are not 
expecting these changes to mean anyone 
will have to be made redundant. 

“We aim to deliver the necessary 
changes in a planned way that will allow 
us to retain our existing staff and attract 
new staff, and be able to deliver the best 
possible care to local people.” 

Employment 
rate reaches 
record high 

THE number of people in work in the 
West Midlands hit a new record high of 
2.79 million in the three months to June. 

But numbers claiming unemploy¬ 
ment-related benefits also surged in the 
region last month, although there were 
variations in Shropshire. 

There were 133,000 unemployed in the 
West Midlands - an unemployment rate 
of 4.5 per cent of the working population 
- for April to June. 

That figure is down 6,000 on the pre¬ 
vious quarter and a fall of 31,000 on 
the year. Nationally unemployment was 
down 65,000 to 1.36m - the lowest total 
since February 1975, according to figures 
from the Office for National Statistics. 
The national rate was four per cent. 
The West Midlands saw the largest 
increase in the employment rate in the 
country at 1.2 per cent and its employ¬ 
ment rate is now 74.9 per cent, also a re¬ 
cord high. 

The claimant count figure for the re¬ 
gion was up by 875 in July to 101,215 - 
2.8 per cent of the working population. 
Shropshire also saw a rise in numbers 
claiming, up 95 in June to 2,350 (1.3 per 
cent).

Crowds flock to see the 
region's leading attractions

THE RAF Museum in Cosford and 
Attingham Park are the third most 
popular attractions in the region - 
despite slight dips in visitor num¬ 
bers. 

Results of an annual survey, carried 
out by Visit England, show that National 
Trust site Attingham was the most visit¬ 
ed paid-for destination in Shropshire in 
2017, notching up 464,871 visitors com¬ 
pared to 475,271 the previous year. 

The military museum saw 356,874 visitors 
compared to 373,455 in 2016, behind Bir¬ 
mingham Mac theatre and the Birmingham 
Museum and Art Gallery which took first and 
second spots respectively in the free category. 

RAF Museum Cosford spokeswoman Mi¬ 
chelle Worthington said: “We’re delighted to 
be named as one of the top three free visitor 
attractions in the region. For over a decade 
we have consistently maintained a footfall 
of over 300,000 visitors each year, which is a 
testament to the great visitor experience we 
offer and keeps visitors returning to us year 
on year.” 

Historic house Attingham in Atcham, near 
Shrewsbury, was beaten only by Drayton 
Manor Park & Zoo and Trentham Gardens, 
both in Staffordshire. The park has seen vis¬ 
itor numbers treble in the last decade with 
many repeat visitors. Weston Park, on the 
Shropshire border, was 12th with an almost 20 
per cent drop in visitors at 204,443 compared 
to 254,804 in 2016. 

Bridgnorth Cliff Railway was the 14th most 
popular paid-for experience. 

Others to feature in the top 20 free attrac¬ 
tions included St Mary the Virgin Church in 
Shrewsbury and St Laurence’s, in Church 
Stretton, which placed 9th and 12th respec¬ 
tively, followed by Shrewsbury’s Abbey which 
was 15th. 

Chester Zoo was the second most popular 
paid-for attraction nationally with 1.9 million 
visitors behind The Tower of London. 

Visit England chief executive Sally Balcombe 
said: “It is great to see people are getting out 
and exploring the huge variety of attractions 
and places of interest on offer across the coun¬ 
try, boosting tourism and distributing the ben¬ 
efits across local economies.” 

The British Museum was the most visited 
‘free’ attraction in England in 2017 for the 
10th year running with nearly six million visi¬ 
tors, and the Tate Modern came a close second 
with more than 5.5m.

THE skies over Oswestry were lit up by hot 
air balloons of all colours for a celebration 
that was sadly cut short by bad weather.

Rail station 
mural gets 
green light 

A MURAL commemorating Oswestry-born 
war poet Wilfred Owen at a railway station 
has received planning permission. 

Former Shropshire councillor Andrew 
Bannerman submitted the plans for the 
mural at Shrewsbury Railway Station in 
April. The idea was to bring together a con¬ 
sortium of local artists to create the feature 
in a brickwork arch at the Grade II Listed 
station. 

The former councillor said he hopes the 
artwork will attract national and interna¬ 
tional attention. 

Mr Bannerman said that the location 
is fitting given Owen’s description of the 
goodbye he said before making his way to 
the Western Front in France. 

He said: “Between 1914 and 1918, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of young British men 
left their families and their country to fight 
in the First World War. 

“After a brief spell in training camp, the 
raw recruits would be packed off in trains, 
taking them to Dover, France and the 
Western Front. 

“In ‘The Send Off’ the young Wilfred 
Owen brilliantly describes the experience 
of saying farewell at the local railway sta¬ 
tion, which was shared by so many fami¬ 
lies.” Wilfred Owen’s father Tom worked 
on the railways and was based at Shrews¬ 
bury Railway Station. Mr Bannerman said 
the mural will mark the centenary of the 
end of the First World War in November as 
well as 100 years since the death of Wilfred 
Owen in the final days of the conflict. 

Colliery band in 
funding appeal 

THE Ifton Colliery brass band is trying to 
raise £4,000 to provide musical learning 
opportunities to children.

MORE than 1,400 fewer children in Shropshire 
are receiving free school meals as the number 
of pupils applying for them continues to de¬ 
cline, new figures show. 

In Telford & Wrekin, nearly a quarter of pu¬ 
pils who could claim free school meals five years 
ago are no longer eligible for them - creating 
the decline. 

Figures from the Department for Education 
(DfE) show 715 fewer children in Telford & 
Wrekin’s state primary and secondary schools 
were receiving free school meals in January 
this year than in 2013, despite the school popu¬ 
lation growing overall. 

Councillor Richard Overton, Telford & Wre¬ 
kin Council’s cabinet lead for benefits, said: 
“We have no option but to apply national rules

for assessing free school meals. However, we do 
not support the government’s welfare reforms 
which are having an impact on children’s eli¬ 
gibility for free school meals, resulting in the 
figures released by the DfE. 

“It might also be that the new figures are 
reflective of our improving local economy as a 
result of better jobs and more growth, so the 
picture is not necessarily entirely negative. 

“It is fair to say that schools realised there 
was a drop in the number of parents claiming 
the pupil premium grant when universal infant 
free school meals were introduced. As a result, 
schools have become very proactive in working 


with parents to ensure they claimed if they 
were entitled and this has had positive results.” 

Meanwhile, in Shropshire Council’s area, 789 
fewer children in state schools were receiving 
free school meals in January this year, com¬ 
pared to 2013. 

The decrease was most pronounced in nurs¬ 
eries and primary schools where 11.5 per cent 
of Shropshire’s children were eligible for and 
claiming free school meals five years ago. By 
January this year, that had dropped to 8.7 per 
cent. 

Karen Bradshaw, Shropshire Council’s di¬ 
rector of children’s services, said: “Universal 
free school meals for children in the first three 
years of school was introduced nationally in 
September 2014. Based on ONS data, this led 


to a rapid increase in school meal take-up, from 
an estimated 38 per cent in 2013-14 to 80 per 
cent in 2015-16, and this was reflected across 
the majority of schools. 

“This policy initiative means every child in 
the first three years of school is entitled to a 
school meal at no cost to the parent. As a con¬ 
sequence, parents of children in this age group 
have no incentive to apply for the free school 
meal benefit because they are already entitled 
to a meal at no cost to them.” 

But she said parents are urged to apply for 
the free school meal entitlement, even if their 
child is already entitled to a universal free 
school meal, as it means their child’s school 
will get extra funding in the form of a pupil 
premium. 


A&E downgrade 'does not 
lead to a spike in deaths'

DOWNGRADING emergency de¬ 
partments does not lead to a spike 
in deaths - despite patients having 
to travel further for emergency care, 
a new study has suggested. 

It comes as health bosses in Shropshire 
want to shake-up hospital services and 
have recommended having a single emer¬ 
gency centre for the county. 

Under the controversial Future Fit plans, 
there would be urgent care centres set up at 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and Telford’s Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital, but only one of the sites 
would house an emergency centre. 

It has sparked much debate in communities 
across the region, with worries that it could 
lead to a rise in deaths. 

But new research suggests this may not be 
the case. 

Researchers from the University of Sheffield 
set out to examine the impact of five emergency 
departments in England that were downgraded 
between 2009 and 2011. 

Evaluated 

The study - which evaluated units in New¬ 
ark, Rochdale, Hartlepool, Bishop Auckland 
and Hemel Hempstead both before and after 
the emergency departments were downgraded 
- found no overall increase in the number of 
deaths. 

The authors wrote: “This suggests that any 
negative effects caused by increased journey 
time to the ED (emergency department) can 
be offset by other factors; for example, if other 
new services are introduced and care becomes 
more effective than it used to be, or if the care 
received at the now-nearest hospital is more ef¬ 
fective than that provided at the hospital where 
the ED closed.” However, they said that there 
were implications on other NHS emergency 
care providers, such as an influx in the volume 
of calls to ambulance services. 

They noted an increase in the number of in¬ 
cidents that were dealt with by the ambulance 
service and an increase in the time taken to get 
to hospital, according to the study. 

The authors pointed out that in four of the 
five areas studied, the emergency department 
was replaced with an on site urgent care facil¬ 
ity. 

Emma Knowles, from the University of Shef¬ 
field, said: “The public, in particular, require 
reassurance that the closure or downgrade of 
an ED does not result in increased death rates.” 


THE selfless efforts of some of Shropshire’s 
most important voluntary transport groups 
have been celebrated.

were gathered to receive the special glassware 
commemorating their efforts. The charitable 
company has been in action since 2002 provid¬ 
ing transport - usually car or minibus - geared 
for rural communities and usually on a door- 
to-door basis. 

It can take wheelchairs and will also help 
those who can’t climb steps, for instance. 

An award was also given to the Blood Bik¬ 
ers who volunteer an urgent delivery service 


to hospitals and hospices. As advanced, trained 
riders the service is swift, safe and efficient. 

As well as urgent supplies of bloods, it may 
be for instance that a premature baby needs 
donor breast milk just as swiftly and the bikers 
will be there. 

They are backed by a team of organisers, 
controllers and fundraisers who are delighted 
to accept even the smallest donation up to cor¬ 
porate giving. 


Hospitals spared the worst effects of summer heatwave surge 


SHREWSBURY and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust avoided a surge in A&E attendances, 
which hit other trusts across England during 
July’s heatwave. 

NHS England figures show that 12,207 peo¬ 
ple attended the trust’s emergency depart¬ 
ments in July, 184 fewer than in July 2017. 

Nationally record numbers of people flooded 
in to A&Es in July, with respiratory problems, 
dehydration and other illnesses associated with 
the hot weather. 

There were almost 2.2 million attendances, 


100,000 more people than in July 2017, which 
NHS England described as an “unprecedented 
summer surge”. A spokesman said: “As temper¬ 
atures soared, the NHS saw an unprecedented 
summer surge last month with a record 2.2 mil¬ 
lion patients attending A&E, and, thanks to the 
hard work of staff, nine in 10 people were seen, 
treated and admitted or discharged within four 
hours.” At Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust 74.6 per cent of people were seen, 
treated and admitted or discharged within the 
four hour target period. That is down on July 


2017 when 78.6 per cent were dealt with in four 
hours. 

Hospitals are supposed to admit or discharge 
95 per cent of patients within the target time. 

Three years ago 90.7 per cent were seen 
within four hours. 

Nick Scriven, president of the Society for 
Acute Medicine, said the increased admissions 
during the heatwave had given staff no respite 
from the pressures and stresses of winter. 

“What is of particular concern now, however, 
is that the summer months are traditionally 


the time that acute hospitals and frontline staff 
have to recharge the batteries - this year we 
have had no respite and draining conditions,” 
Mr Scriven explained. 

“Last year NHS leaders admitted it took 
until October to recover from winter 2017 and 
we are now only a few months away from the 
next onslaught.” 

Emergency admissions have increased at 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust. 
Last month 2,600 patients were admitted after 
turning up at A&E, a 12 per cent rise on 2017. 





























Nearly600 assaults on police reported in past year 


POLICE officers in West Mercia suffered 579 
assaults in the past year and 176 of them were 
injured in the attacks, according to new figures 
from the Home Office. 

The figures show that about one in four of¬ 
ficers serving with the force will have been as¬ 
saulted in the 12 months up until March this 
year. 

In Dyfed-Powys, 176 assaults were recorded 
against officers, causing 51 injuries. 

It is the first time time the number of as¬ 
saults causing injury to officers has been re¬ 


corded. However the number of assaults on 
officers not causing injury has increased by 39 
per cent since 2016/16. 

But John Apter, chairman of police officers’ 
union, the Police Federation of England and 
Wales, said the true figures were likely to be 
much higher. 

“I do not believe these figures represent an¬ 
ywhere near the true picture of the level of vi¬ 
olence our members face on a daily basis,” he 
said. 

“Steps have been taken to improve the qual¬ 


ity of the data, however there is still work to 
be done to ensure all incidents are accurately 
recorded so a true picture can be obtained.” 

In an attempt to tackle the problem, new 
laws co-sponsored by Mark Pritchard, MP for 
The Wrekin, are due to come into force in the 
autumn. 

The Assaults on Emergency Workers (Of¬ 
fences) Bill means that people convicted of 
assaulting emergency workers will potentially 
face tougher sentences. 

Geoff Wessell, the Assistant Chief Consta¬ 


ble of West Mercia Police, said: “Our men and 
women are out in our communities day and 
night, often dealing with very difficult and 
challenging situations and putting themselves 
in harm’s way. 

“They certainly do not deserve to be subject 
to abuse, threats or assaults and I very much 
welcome the additional protection that this 
new Bill gives them. I can assure them, and an¬ 
yone who feels it acceptable to behave in this 
manner towards our officers, that all such inci¬ 
dents are taken extremely seriously.”

Health plan 
is criticised 
by councillors 


HAVING Shropshire’s emergency care 
centre based in Shrewsbury “makes 
no sense”, according to councillors 
and residents in Newport. 

The Future Fit consultation arrived in 
Newport recently, giving residents the chance 
to have their say on the future of the county’s 
health services. 

There wasn’t due to be an event in the town, 
but councillors pushed for one to be included and 
a large number of people turned out at the town’s 
community building Cosy Hall. 

Conservative councillor for Newport South and 
East, Eric Carter met with experts and expressed 
his views on why option two, of having the emer¬ 
gency care centre in Telford is the better all round 
option. 

He said: “Newport is going to be one of the fur¬ 
thest towns away from the emergency centre, if it 
goes to Shrewsbury. 

“I don’t think anyone has really thought out the 
transport aspect of things, because it is already 
hard enough for people to get public transport in 
areas around here. 

“Shrewsbury hospital isn’t in the town, isn’t ac¬ 
cessible by train or one bus and that is a big prob¬ 
lem. 

“On top of that Telford has a growing population 
that is already 160,000, so it doesn’t make sense for 
the emergency centre to be there.”

Cllr Carter also believes the reason option one, of 
having the emergency care centre in Shrewsbury, 
is the preferred option because of its proximity to 
Mid Wales. 

He added: “It is the preferred option because of 
its proximity to Mid Wales and that isn’t right. 

“The people of Mid Wales should have access to 
the best services, but it shouldn’t mean the people 
of Shropshire being put at risk.” 

Figures released recently showed that only a 
small percentage of the population has responded 
to the consultation, however that figure has risen 
according to health bosses. 

Nigel Dugmore, a parish councillor who attended 
the event, believes people haven’t been responding 
in the area because they think a decision has al¬ 
ready been made. 

He added: “The consultation is just about going 
through the process. 

“There hasn’t been a lot of replies around here 
for the simple fact that people think the decision is 
a foregone conclusion.” 

However, Emma Thomas, also a local councillor, 
believes people need to get out and have their say. 

She added: “People are disillusioned by the 
whole thing and believe it is a done deal, which is 
a shame. 

“People have to have their say on it, otherwise it 
will be too late.” 


Arson message appears to be 
getting through say officers 


THE fire service has hailed the 
impact of a campaign after see¬ 
ing the number of arsons in 
Shropshire fall. 

Despite a record-breaking 
heatwave in July and early Au¬ 
gust, which saw firefighters 
around the UK battling scores 
of grassland and moorland fires 
- many believed to have been the 
work of arsonists - Shropshire 
has suffered fewer deliberate 
fires than it did during the same 
period, between January and 
July, last year. 

So far in 2018, 180 deliberate 
fires have been recorded in the 
county compared with 199 dur¬ 
ing the same period in 2017. 

The fire service’s prevention 


team says the reduction is largely 
due to safety campaigns and ed¬ 
ucation initiatives run in schools 
throughout the year. 

Derek Taylor, a member of 
Shropshire Fire & Rescue Ser¬ 
vice’s Prevention (Arson) team, 
said: “The latest figures are a 
strong indication that our cam¬ 
paigns, particularly the work we 
do in schools and through the 
multi-agency Crucial Crew safety 
education roadshows, is having 
a direct and positive effect and 
that is very good news indeed. 

“We have worked closely with 
schools and our colleagues in the 
police, housing providers, local 
authorities and many other part¬ 
ners to deliver fire safety and 


arson prevention initiatives and 
these campaigns are definitely 
making a positive difference. 

“Arson is an issue for every 
fire service in the country and it 
is not going to go away. 

“In Shropshire we will con¬ 
tinue to devise and deliver inno¬ 
vative campaigns and initiatives 
and to look for new ways of get¬ 
ting our arson prevention mes¬ 
sage across.” 

The service has issued guide¬ 
lines warning people not to 
throw cigarettes out of car win¬ 
dows, not to leave bottles on the 
ground, put disposable barbecues 
on bricks, and avoid burning any 
rubbish when the ground is very 
dry. 


Inheritance tax bill for county hits £19m 


ESTATES in Shropshire paid around £19 million in inheritance 
tax in a year, newly released figures from HMRC show. 

It meant the area contributed to nearly £5 billion of inher¬ 
itance tax - a figure which has rocketed in recent years - during 
the 2015-16 financial year. 

During that period, the most recent year for which local fig¬ 
ures have been released by HMRC, 139 estates in Shropshire 
were required to pay inheritance tax. 

They paid an average of £137,000 each - despite at least 
£325,000 of the value of estates being ineligible for taxation. 
In total, the bill for the area came to an estimated £19 million. 

In Powys estates paid around £4 million in inheritance tax in 


a year. And the inheritance tax bill continued to grow last year, 
with national figures showing the Treasury raised £5.2 billion in 
2017-18, more than double the amount paid in 2009-10. 

The basic tax-free allowance for inheritance has been fixed at 
£325,000 since 2009. Spouses are able to combine their allow¬ 
ances, meaning £650,000 is protected from the taxman. 

But with the value of investments and property rising since 
the financial crash a decade ago, many more estates have be¬ 
come eligible to pay the tax. In Shropshire, HMRC data shows 
that around 110 estates paid the tax in 2009-10. 

Across the West Midlands, 1,330 households were eligible to 
pay inheritance tax in 2015-16 - up from around 900 in 2009-10. 


Between them, they paid £184 million into government coffers. 

In April 2017, new legislation was passed to allow individuals 
a further tax-free allowance on a main home, but the delay in 
releasing local numbers means this has not yet had an impact 
on the HMRC figures. 

Danny Cox, a chartered financial planner at Hargreaves Lans- 
down, said growth in the property market was the main driving 
factor behind more estates facing inheritance tax costs in the 
UK. 

He added: “The threshold has been frozen since 2009, while 
asset prices for the stock market have gone up significantly 
since then, and so have property prices.” 


Couple facing 17 
action over 
trade claims 

A COUPLE are facing a series of trading 
standards matters for allegedly selling fake 
branded goods across the region. 

John Paul Harrison, 42, and Emma Lou¬ 
ise Harrison, 37, both of Burma Road, Park 
Hall, near Oswestry are both accused of a 
number of offences. 

A hearing was held at Llandrindod Wells 
Magistrates Court. 

Mr Harrison faces three charges of sell¬ 
ing goods with a sign or packaging which 
was identical to or was likely to be mis¬ 
taken for a trade mark between October 
28, 2016 and December 12, 2016, July 21 
,2017 and January 25, 2017. 

He also faces one charge of offering or 
exposing for sale goods bearing a false 
trade mark between December 12, 2016 
and July 1, 2017 and possessing goods with 
a false trade mark for sale or hire on July 
21, 2017. 

The goods are alleged to have included 
clothing, footwear, toiletries and watches. 

Emma Harrison also faces the same 
charges. 

Prosecuting for Powys County Council, 
Nigel Vaughan said the couple have been 
sent the documentation required but they 
would have only had it for a short time. 
Magistrates adjourned the case until Sep¬ 
tember 12 for Mr and Mrs Harrison to have 
more time to consider the documentation. 

Counselling 
help available 
for youngsters 

CHILDREN and young people feel less 
supported during the school summer hol¬ 
idays, according to an online counselling 
service. 

XenZone’s Kooth service, commissioned 
in Shropshire, is encouraging children to 
get in touch if they are struggling with 
their mental health during the summer 
holidays. 

Chairman and founder of Kooth, Elaine 
Bousfield said: “Children and young peo¬ 
ple can feel unsupported over the school 
holidays. 

“They don’t have the usual networks of 
support they can access in school and so its 
extra important that we ensure they can 
find professional help when and if they 
need it, so that concerns and worries don’t 
fester and grow. 

“Kooth and our Kooth counsellors are 
available throughout the summer holidays 
- and every day - for those who need men¬ 
tal health support.” 

Last summer, more than 11,500 young 
people registered to use the service. 

Children can access the service anony¬ 
mously.

Number of armed 
officers falling 

THE number of armed police in the force 
that covers Shropshire has fallen to its low¬ 
est level in a decade, despite an increase in 
operations requiring an armed response. 

According to the latest figures from the 
Home Office, West Mercia Police conducted 
142 armed response operations in the 12 
months to March 2018. 

This was an increase of 18 per cent from 
the previous year, when armed officers at¬ 
tended 120 operations, and an increase of 
58 per cent from five years ago. 

At the same time, however, the number 
of armed officers in the force fell to 95 in 
2018 - the lowest level since current re¬ 
cords began a decade ago. Armed officer 
numbers were at their highest level in 
West Mercia in 2008, at 163 officers. 

In Dyfed-Powys, 160 armed police oper¬ 
ations were carried out in the 12 months 
to March 2018. This was an increase from 
2017, when armed officers attended 114 
operations, an increase of 74 per cent from 
a decade ago when current records began. 

The number of armed police officers has 
also increased, rising from 62 in 2017 to 68 
as of the end of March this year. 

Police forces across the country have 
seen an “explosion” in violent crime over 
the past year, according to the Police Fed¬ 
eration of England and Wales.

Water main 
row settled

Councillor David Price is the former 
Powys County Council planning com¬ 
mittee chairman and was due to appear 
before Llandrindod Wells Magistrates 
Court on July 18. 

He was charged with three offences, 
which centred around attaching a pipe to 
a service pipe that did not belong to him. 

That pipe is alleged to have supplied 
premises at Noyadd Farm in Builth 
Wells, where Cllr Price runs a caravan 
and camp site. 

It is alleged to have happened over an 
11-year period, between January 2006 
and December 2017. 

Elaine Price, of the same address, was 
also due to appear in court on the same 
charges. 

However neither appeared in court on 
July 18, and the court was informed that 
the case had been discontinued. 

A spokeswoman for Welsh Water said 
that a way of resolving the case was of¬ 
fered to the defendant and he took up the 
offer. 

Masts on hall pay 
for clock repairs 

COMMUNICATION masts on the top of 
a town hall have paid for a town clock to 
be fixed. 

Masts were put on the top of Welshpool 
Town Hall earlier this year, with phone 
companies seeking a solution to better 
mobile signal in the area. The money 
made from the masts is now being used to 
pay for repairs to the town clock. One side 
of the clock has been stuck for months. 

The latest council services committee 
meeting has recommended to full coun¬ 
cil that repairs, at a cost of £874, should 
come out of the rental money paid by the 
communications company. 

A council spokesman said: “The central 
ratchet has worn and is now not turning 
the minute hand. The estimate for the re¬ 
pairs has been gained in the sum of £874. 

“Subject to council approval, the clock 
face should be up and working by the end 
of September.”

Fun bug hunts at sites 
give visitors a real buss

WITH temperatures approaching 
30 degrees, there was plenty to see 
as invertebrate experts recently led 
bug hunts at Old Oswestry Hillfort 
in the morning and at the Cambrian 
Railway orchard during the after¬ 
noon. 

Guest naturalist and bumblebee spe¬ 
cialist, Chloe Aldridge based near Ches¬ 
ter, found an abundance of insects to 
identify and talk about, highlighting 
their contribution to plant pollination. 

Having worked as a zoo ranger at Chester 
Zoo, Ms Aldridge engaged youngsters and 
adults with her enthusiasm and in-depth 
knowledge. 

She said: “We saw a number of red-tail bum¬ 
blebees and common carder bumblebees at the 
base of the hillfort where there are flowers plus 
long grasses and old mouse holes suitable for 
nesting. 

“We also spotted a solitary bee, some honey 
bees and a number of different species of hov- 
erfly, including a marmalade hoverfly and sev¬ 
eral types that mimic honey bees.” 

Ms Aldridge commented that with many 
flowers dying off in the dry weather, the pol¬ 
linators clearly appreciated the hillfort’s 
thistles, knapweed and hogweed. “One of our 
younger adventurers found a 22-spot ladybird, 
a first for me,” she added. 

Meanwhile, people enjoyed pollinator hunt¬ 
ing higher up the ramparts with zoologist Will 
Hawkes from Bronygarth. A keen wildlife 
photographer, his research has taken him to 
Borneo and the French Alps and will see him 
studying marmalade hoverflies in the Pyrenees 
later this year. 

Mr Hawkes’s group uncovered many inter¬ 
esting finds including a red-tailed bumblebee 
queen hiding out in the undergrowth. 

He said: “I got the children to hold the male 
bees and wasps, which don’t have stings, as I 
think being hands-on is so important in creat¬ 
ing interest. Our most exciting find of the day 
was seeing a glimpse of a small heath butter¬ 
fly-” 

Once common in the UK, the small heath 
has seen a worrying decline in recent years and 
is on the Butterfly Conservation’s red list of 
butterfly species at greatest risk of extinction. 

Jim Stillings and his son Brynley, who trav¬ 
elled from Wrexham, were among those who 
enjoyed Mr Hawkes’s informative hunt. Mr 
Stillings said: “It has been great - an excellent 


event with an excellent guide”. In addition to 
handling real specimens and learning about 
the important work of pollinators, participants 
went home with easy-to-follow ID charts on 
key insect pollinators and pollinator-friendly 
plants to grow at home. 

The Pollinators Day was co-organised by 
community groups, Oswestry Heritage Gate¬ 
way and CROP (Cambrian Railway Orchard 
Project), with funding from the Three Parishes 
Big Local. 

People also completed sheets for the Big But¬ 
terfly Count 2018, which is being supported 
by English Heritage at sites under its guard¬ 
ianship like Old Oswestry. Butterfly species 
recorded on the sheets included the red admi¬ 
ral, small copper, common blue, green-veined 


white and large white. After a morning on the 
hillfort, most people chose to walk rather than 
drive to the orchard for lunch and afternoon 
activities using a waymarked route through 
Llwyn Coppy. 

Volunteer and beekeeper, Richard Lewis, 
provided guided visits to bee-hives located at 
the orchard’s latest project, an adjoining wood¬ 
land site planted with native deciduous trees 
with funding from The Woodland Trust. He 
spoke about the management of the apiary 
and production of CROP’S very own brand of 
honey. 

Visitors tried their hand at creating colour¬ 
ful tiles for an art project designed to focus 
people on the delicate flower structures and 
insect physiology which are integral to the 


pollination process. Devised by teacher Sian 
Mumby and artist Diana Baur, the ‘Look 
Closer’ art installation is encouraging people 
to use the artistic process to study scientific 
detail and understand more about nature in 
action. People will be adding to the pollinator 
tableau through the autumn. 

Kate Clarke of the Oswestry Heritage Gate¬ 
way said: “It was great to see children and 
adults engrossed in the wildlife hunts and art 
project and exploring the importance of polli¬ 
nators at these two vibrant heritage sites.” 

Following a herb walk and BioBlitz wildlife 
survey on the hillfort last summer, the Polli¬ 
nators Day provided another opportunity for 
local people to learn more about the monu¬ 
ment’s rich ecology.

MY memories of camping trips 
are of an endurance rather than 
a pleasant experience. 

Freezing nights, an uncomfortable 
night’s sleep and the dreaded late 
night trek to the toilet block in the 
dark, torch in hand. 

But the rise of glamping has relegated 
such “back to basics” adventures to the 
budding Bear Grylls and now families (and 
mums who like their creature comforts) 
can enjoy the great outdoors on their own 
terms. And my terms when it came to a 
planned camping trip during the school 
holidays, was to live like a queen! 

So after a long day sight-seeing, some 
indulgent dining and a pleasant evening 
watching the wildlife and the sunset over 
our river vista I crawled into the four- 
poster bed and slept like a log - despite 
being under canvas. With power to charge 
our phones (and wi-fi) heating and luxury 
beds in our incredibly large tent it wasn’t 
exactly “roughing it” but this is definitely 
the best way to camp. 

Literally treated like royalty we were 
staying in a tent on the Avenue of Kings in 
the Knight’s Village within Warwick Castle. 

If you still don’t fancy a tent - the Kings 
tents being new this year - you can opt in¬ 
stead for one of the comfortable woodland 
lodges. The shower and toilet facilities for 
both are a cut above and the tranquil set¬ 
ting within the Warwick Castle grounds is 
fantastic. 

There is also entertainment provided for 
families staying over in the Knight’s Village 
including archery sessions. 

A large buffet breakfast and dinner is 
served in the Banquet Hall next to the 
accommodation although with the castle 
being within the heart of historic Warwick 
there are many bars and restaurants on 
offer nearby. 


Families, however, will no doubt prefer 
to stay on site with the resident knights on 
hand to entertain over the dinner table. In 
the evenings, the Kingmaker Family Feast 
is brought to your table with turkey drum¬ 
sticks, sliced bacon loin, potatoes and vege¬ 
tables to share. 

Starters include a Dragon’s Tartlet, Cas¬ 
tle Cook’s vegetable broth and Grounds¬ 
man’s gala pork pie. While desserts include 
rustic spiced apple and sultana crumble, 
Jester’s frozen yoghurt and Little Warrior’s 
sponge swords. 

When you are ready there is a “priority 


entrance” to the castle which lets you slip 
into the main grounds through a side gate. 
We arrived early to make the most of two 
full days at the Castle which has a busy itin¬ 
erary during the school holidays. 

Among the entertainment lined up dur¬ 
ing our visit was the Flight of the Eagles at 
the birds of prey arena where we watched 
huge eagles, owls (including the European 
Eagle Owl) and kites flying from the cas¬ 
tle ramparts with interesting commentary 
from their keepers. 

In the Riverside Arena you can see the 
18 metres high and 22-tonne Mighty Tre- 


buchet, said to be the largest working siege 
machine in the world, launch a projectile 
over 150 metres. 

Next to that, on River Island, is where 
the War of the Roses Live takes place. Vis¬ 
itors are invited to choose which side to 
take - York or Lancaster - and show their 
allegiance in an epic battle for the throne. 
Jousting, sword fights and horse stunts are 
including in the exciting show which really 
rallies the crowd. Other entertainment in¬ 
cludes the knight school for children, Prin¬ 
cess Tower story-telling experience and the 
Conqueror’s Fortress interactive exhibition. 

On selected nights throughout August a 
completely new and innovative experience 
is coming to the castle - the Dragon Slayer. 
This ‘captivating, immersive live show for 
the whole family’ includes stunts, fire joust¬ 
ing, projection light shows, mysthical mon¬ 
sters and dazzling pyrotechnics. 

Fascinating 

Of course, this is a medieval castle ini¬ 
tially built by William the Conqueror which 
has played a key role in history for centu¬ 
ries and has managed to survive the many 
wars and armies to offer a fascinating and 
impressive attraction. 

Warwick has been the home of kings, 
home to political giants and a “kingmaker” 
and then a regular haunt of aristocracy and 
high society in the Victorian era and early 
20th century. 

Much of the lavish decor and artefacts of 
the time, then occupied by the Greville fam¬ 
ily, remain today and the Great Hall, State 
Rooms and Chapel are a fascinating visit. 

Now owned by Merlin Entertainments, 
restoration continues to maintain this his¬ 
toric building with some £6m spent during 
their 10 years ownership and work continu¬ 
ing today on protecting the structure.

Big celebrations to mark 10 years of Thomas Land

IT’S helped bring the magi¬ 
cal world of Thomas the Tank 
Engine to life for thousands of 
youngsters. 

Now Thomas Land at Drayton 
Manor Park has reached its 10th 
anniversary, writes Peter Kitchen.

THE weather is glorious with barely a 
cloud in the sky as we head into Cumbria 
to visit the Lake District. 

Windermere is the first lake to pop up on our 
route and my friend who is driving can barely 
keep her eyes on the road. 

She has never visited the 
Lake District before and not 
surprisingly, is impressed. We 
are heading to the Northern 
Lakes and are glad of it as we 
see the crowds around Win¬ 
dermere and Grasmere. 

From Keswick, we head 
down the Borrowdale Valley, 
one of the most beautiful 
places in Cumbria, skirting 
alongside Derwent Water 
towards The Leathes Head 
Hotel, our home for two 
nights. 

We are warmly greeted by 
hotel general manager Laura 
and after a quick wash and brush up in our charming 
twin room we are back out on the hotel terrace with 
the sun on our backs, a gin and tonic in our hands with 
iconic mountains including Scafell Pike, Great Gable 
and Glaramara around us. It’s blissfully peaceful - all 
we can hear are lambs bleating in the fields and the 
birds singing in the hotel’s garden and woodland. 

The Winner of Cumbria Tourism’s ‘Small Hotel of 
the Year’ in 2016 and recently awarded The Sheila 
Hensman award for outstanding contribution to ex¬ 
cellence, the luxury 11-bedroomed Edwardian country 
house Leathes Head Hotel has recently been refur¬ 
bished with a brand-new restaurant makeover. 

It was the first 2AA rosette- awarded restaurant 
in Borrowdale and we weren’t disappointed when we 
lifted our eyes from the vast gin menu (many local to 
the area) and looked what head chef Noel Breaks had 
to offer. He uses locally grown and reared ingredients 
such as Herd wick Lamb from Yew Tree Farm, milk and 
free range eggs from Scales Farm and cheese from The 
Kendal Cheese Company. 

A delicious, velvety-smooth roasted cauliflower 
mouse bouche set the scene for the culinary treats to 
come over in the beautiful dining room. 

Over two dinners we en¬ 
joyed delights such as smoked 
haddock soup, mackerel 
served with rhubarb, kohl¬ 
rabi, celery and rack of Yew 
Tree Farm hogget with baby 
beetroot, fondant potato, 
roasted shallot. The fillet of 
aged Cumbrian beef with 
confit onion, parsnip and leek 
was so good we ordered it 
both days. But so too was the 
seabass served in a sumptu¬ 
ous pool of caviar sauce. 

For dessert I tried the pis¬ 
tachio cake with bee pollen 
meringue, toffee panna cotta and sampled a delicious 
Elysium dessert wine while my friend was enjoyed a 
Corney and Barrow tawny port alongside her cheese 
board. From the excellent wine selection we opted for 
a fruity French Dom St Estephe Merlot on the first day 
and a lovely intense Argentinian Malbec Chamuyo on 
the second. 

We were up early next day for the full Cumbrian 
breakfast - a delicious ensemble of local bacon, sau¬ 
sage, black pudding and eggs. 

We were booked in the afternoon at Oxleys at Under¬ 
scar Spa. We walked the west side of Derwent Water, 
an enjoyable few hours rambling across meadows, 
through woodland and alongside Catbells Fell, a popu¬ 
lar climb if you have time. 

Oxleys Spa was just the ticket after our four-hour 
trek and after a delicious lunch in the cafe, beauticians 
Emilia and Andrea took us to the treatment rooms for 
our half-hour pamper included in the half-day pack¬ 
age. I opted for a relaxing Decleor Time Precious facial 
while my friend had a deeper Back Neck and Shoulder 
massage. The half-day package also includes full use of 
the excellent spa facilities - steam room, sauna jacuzzi 
and pool but we gave the gym as miss as we had to walk 
back (downhill fortunately) to Derwent Water to catch 
the ferry back. 

After another excellent dinner and breakfast, it was 
time for our final visit to Honister Slate Mine to try out 
its new multimedia mine tour. This fascinating expedi¬ 
tion brings the mine’s history to life through storytell¬ 
ing and ourguide Tori got us all involved even allowing 
one of the youngest members to set off an “explosion”.

Attract more 
visitors by 
making your 
own birdbath 



IT’S not just plants that thrive in gardens, 
birds love them - and they love them even 
more when there’s a birdbath to visit. 

Water helps keep a bird’s body cool both from 
the inside and outside. Offering water in your 
garden will attract more birds than just those 
looking for food, since birds that would not nor¬ 
mally visit feeders can be tempted by water fea¬ 
tures 

Birds fly to birdbaths for the water they need - for 
drinking and for grooming - and while they are there 
they will hunt for the insects, worms, seeds and flower 
parts they like to eat. 

In the process they will help aerate the soil, help tidy 
up dead plant material and help keep plants healthy as 
they devour pests. 

The best birdbaths are normally shallow with slop¬ 
ing sides, rather than deep pools of water. 

The shallow pitch lets smaller birds wade in, where 
they can stand up and clean their feathers instead of 
having to jump in. 

Leave plenty of open space around the birdbath as 
well, so that birds can see any predators from far off. 
Also, place the birdbath near a perch of some sort, such 
as a small open tree or on a trellis or arbor. That lets 
birds scan the horizon from high up before swooping 
in to the bath. 

Simplest 

The simplest birdbath is a terracotta plant pot sau¬ 
cer with some small stones - and is very easy to make 
yourself. 

Just grab a large terracotta plant pot and sau¬ 
cer, some all-purpose glue for outside use and some 
rounded stones (about the size of a plum). 

Turn the pot upside down and scrub the base clean. 
Then apply a generous layer of waterproof glue to the 
base. 

Place the saucer on the base of the pot, settling it 
into the glue. 

Leave it for 24 hours to ensure that the glue dries 
thoroughly. 

Place the birdbath in a suitable spot, add some 
stones so birds can perch to drink and then add some 
fresh, clean water. 

The pebbles also provide an escape route for hon¬ 
eybees that are frequent visitors to bird baths as they 
need water to regulate temperature within the colony 
on hot summer days. 

If pots and containers are just part of your outside 
space then here are some gardening tips for this month 
from the Royal Horticultural Society: 

• Water tubs and plants, but be water-wise 

• Hoe any sun loving weeds 

• Place conservatory plants outside now that it is 
warm 

• Deadhead plants to ensure continuous flowering 

• Keep ponds topped up and clear of algae 

• Order catalogues for next year’s spring-flowering 
bulbs 

• Give the lawn a quick-acting summer feed and 
mow regularly

Payout plan for issues switching energy suppliers 




Ofgem plans to compensate householders who have 
suffered problems switching energy suppliers 


PLANS announced by the regulator Ofgem to compensate 
householders who have suffered problems switching ener¬ 
gy suppliers have been welcomed. 

“Any moves to help residents to reduce their bills are 
good news and long overdue,” said green expert Ron Fox, 
of Noreus Ltd on University of Keele Science and Innova¬ 
tion Park. 

Under the scheme companies, who make errors when 
customers want to switch, such as moving them to the 
wrong company or being too slow to send a final bill or 
taking too long to complete the move, will have to pay up 
to £60 in compensation. 

Both the regulator and Ofgem have spent years encour¬ 
aging people to switch suppliers to get a better energy deal. 

But research has shown many people don’t bother be¬ 
cause they are worried there will be problems or that they 
tried once before and it didn’t work out. 

More than five million electricity customers and four 
million gas customers swapped suppliers last year, but mil¬ 
lions more, particularly the elderly, have never switched 
and are stuck on expensive standard tariffs. 

Rob Salter-Church, interim head of consumers and mar¬ 
kets at Ofgem, said the automatic compensation would help 
protect consumers and ensure suppliers get switches right 
first time. 

His comments were supported by Mr Fox, who said those 
who had switched from a variable rate tariff to a fixed rate

deal would have saved about £376 a year. 

He encouraged householders to shop around for the 
cheapest energy deal now as he said it was so easy and par¬ 
ticularly as British Gas, Npower and EDF had all put up 
their prices in the last couple of months. 

Firstly, people should enter the tariff and energy usage 
from their most recent bill on a price comparison website 
which will suggest the cheapest supplier. 

But Mr Fox warned that the lowest price may not always 
be the best after research by the consumer charity Citizens’ 
Advice found that the bottom 15 places for the worst cus¬ 
tomer service all went to small companies. 

He advised people thinking of moving to a new small pro¬ 
vider to then look at three areas. 

“Beware of companies who ask you to pay up front for a 
better deal - they may not have a big enough cash reserve,” 
he said. 

“Secondly, if the provider has a poor customer service 
record it may be struggling with rapid expansion. Finally, 
make sure the company gives both value for money and has 
a good trading record.” 

Meanwhile, for those looking for even more freedom 
from rising electricity and heating costs, Mr Fox recom¬ 
mended looking at renewable alternatives. 

These include rooftop solar photovoltaic panels, which 
change energy from the sun into domestic electricity, and 
air source heat pumps.

SO, after perusing the very ex¬ 
pensive plant sections in your lo¬ 
cal garden centre, you move on 
to the discount bench. 

You’ll often find an array of spec¬ 
imens much more suited to your 
budget. 

But are they worth buying? 

BE CAREFUL WHAT YOU CHOOSE 

Christine Walkden, resident gardening 
expert of The One Show and author of 
Christine Walkden’s No-Nonsense Con¬ 
tainer Gardening, says you can bag some 
fantastic bargains, but you need to be aware 
of what may end up on the compost heap. 

“Garden centres are now clearing their 
shelves of mainstream bedding and herba¬ 
ceous plants to get ready for bulbs, which 
generally come in in August, and then for 
their Christmas stock,” she says. 

“If a plant is just reduced because they 
want to clear the benches, which at this 
time of year is often the case, you can pick 
up some real bargains.” 

As the season began so late this year, 
there are great bargains to be had, she adds. 

SUMMER ANNUALS AT A SNIP 

You can now purchase packs of summer 
annuals for a fraction of their original cost, 
as well as ready-made hanging baskets and 
containers, which if kept fed, watered and 
dead-headed, should last well into Septem¬ 
ber. 

CHECK PLANT HEALTH 

But you need to check the plant’s health 
before you buy, she warns. 

“A lot of things are being reduced, but 
look carefully at what’s being offered,” 
she advises. “I would avoid anything soft, 
squidgy, obviously diseased or weak, the 
normal poor quality things. 

“If the roots of discounted bedding plants 
are coming through the bottom of the tray, 
it’s probably best to avoid them as they are 
likely to have been there a long time and 
may have been starved.” 

CONSIDER PERENNIALS WHICH 
HAVE FINISHED FLOWERING 

Plants which are coming into flower or in 
full bloom are likely to be more expensive, 
while perennials and shrubs which have 
finished flowering may well be among the 
sale items. 

“If perennials have just been chopped 
back and have a good root system, and the 
roots are white and fleshy, that’s another 
bargain to be had,” says Walkden. You can 
get all-round interest by going into your 
local garden centre on the same day every 
month and bagging a bargain, she adds. 

WHAT ABOUT BULBS 
AND SEED POTATOES? 

Recently, some centres have been selling 
off seed potatoes which should have ideally 
been planted earlier in the year. 

Walkden advises: “You can plant seed po¬ 
tatoes until the end of June, while garden 
centres will be stocking autumn-flowering 


bulbs now - such as sternbergias and Cro¬ 
cus zonatus - which should be planted by 
late August. 

“Bulbs are interesting because you can 
plant them totally out of season and they 
will just flower much later,” she says. 

“If the bulb is sound, with no softness, 
mould or disease on it and you haven’t got 
round to buying them, then buy them. 

“I know lots of people who plant their 
spring bulbs in December, because they 


forget, and they’ll just flower later.” 
CONSIDER CHEAPER VARIETIES 

There are other ways to save money on 
garden centre plants. Some specimens may 
be more expensive than less popular vari¬ 
eties. 

Acers, for example, can be extremely 
pricey, but some argue you can get the same 
effect with cheaper trees such as cherry or 
Amelanchier. 

Lifting and dividing plants can also be 


an economical way of increasing your stock 
and you can do this with many plants, from 
dainty-looking astrantia, to tropical-looking 
hostas, heleniums, rudbeckias and crocos- 
mias. 

Some clumps of bulbs will separate eas¬ 
ily, to give you several healthy clumps to 
replant, while you may need to get a gar¬ 
dening knife to divide other tougher-rooted 
types like hostas. But leave this job until 
the plant is dormant, if you can.

It can take up to six 
weeks to process your application. 

You might not get all of your money in time for the 
start of your course, but Student Finance England 
(SFE) will try to make sure you have at least some 
money as close to the start of your course as possible. 

Myth: If I’ve already applied for student finance and 
my course changes through Clearing I don’t have to 
do anything. 

Busted: If you have already applied for student fi¬ 
nance but want to change your course, university or 
college you need to update your course details to make 
sure that you receive your student finance at the start 
of term. 

The easiest way to update course details is to log into 
your online account and choose ‘Change your applica¬ 
tion’: www.gov.uk/studentfinance 

Myth: I need to send my passport and a signed terms 
and conditions to receive my student finance. 

Busted: If you have an in-date UK Passport you can 
provide your passport details on your online applica¬ 
tion form which will be automatically checked with the 
Government Identity and Passport Service. 

When your application has been processed you can 
even accept the terms and conditions using a digital 
e-Signature. 

Myth: There’s nowhere to get information on stu¬ 
dent finance and Clearing. 

Busted: There’s a range of helpful tools and guidance 
on SFE’s student finance zone Clearing page 

Myth: Student loans are interest free 

Busted: Everyone is charged interest on their stu¬ 
dent loans. 

Interest rates are set by the Government and the 
amount you repay depends on your repayment plan. 

You are charged interest from the day your first pay¬ 
ment is made until your loan is either repaid in full or 
it is written off. 

Interest is added to the total amount you owe every 
month.

What to do if you hit a wild animal on the road 


MOTORISTS have been advised what to do 
if they accidentally kill or seriously injure an 
animal on Shropshire roads this summer. 

Experts from car leasing giant LeaseCar. 
uk believe most drivers don’t even consider 
the possibility of hitting an animal however 
road kill is a familiar sight on our roads and 
motorways. 

Hitting an animal such as a fox, badger 
or even a deer is a real risk in parts of the 
county. 

Under the Road Traffic Act, 1988, it is the 
responsibility of the driver to lookout for road 
signs which warn motorists there could be 
loose animals, such as deer and cattle nearby. 

If drivers see warning signs they should 
be extra cautious and, in darker conditions, 
make full use of vehicle lights. 

Drivers must stop when hitting an ani¬ 
mal, approaching only when it is safe to do 
so without putting themselves or anyone else 
in danger. 

You should observe the animal first to see 
how badly it is hurt before calling a vet or the 
You can eat a wild bird - provided authorities, it’s not advised to transport the 

you did not run it over animal yourself. 



It is vital to consider your own safety and 
that of others before approaching an injured 
animal, it’s also good to remember that most 
injured animals at the road side will be wild 
animals - so take extra care before approach¬ 
ing. 

Most wild animals don’t have legal protec¬ 
tion in Britain so there is no requirement on a 
motorist to report a collision to police. 

However, the Road Traffic Act states driv¬ 
ers must legally contact the police if they hit 
dogs, horses, cattle, pigs, goats, sheep, don¬ 
keys and mules. 

Some of the most common animals killed 
via roadkill are badgers and wild birds. It is 
illegal to possess a badger, dead or alive. How¬ 
ever you can eat a wild bird, so long as you 
can prove you didn’t kill it. 

Some animals such as deer have extra pro¬ 
tection and drivers should call police if they 
find the road ahead blocked by one, according 
to the Deer Act of 1991. 

In other cases, if you have killed an animal 
accidentally it is actually ok to park up, scoop 
up its body, take it home and cook it for din¬ 
ner. However, if you offer the poor creature’s 


meat for sale, even to friends and family, you 
would be breaking the law. Birds are usually 
not protected with the notable exception of 
swans which enjoy royal protection as the 
property of The Queen. 

It’s highly unlikely that you’ll encounter a 
swan on the road, but if it does happen it’s 
advised to not touch the animal if it is dead, 
or approach it if its alive. Instead contact the 
RSPCA. 

A spokesman from LeaseCar.uk said: “Most 
motorists don’t ever consider the possibility 
of hitting an animal. But we’ve all seen road- 
kill while we’re driving so we know it’s an all- 
too-frequent occurrence. 

“We wanted to give drivers an insight into 
the correct ways of dealing with it. 

“If an animal is injured or in distress you 
should take it to a vet for treatment but it is 
important to make sure your vehicle has not 
been badly damaged in the collision and re¬ 
mains roadworthy. However, if the animal is 
dead you are allowed to take it home and eat 
it providing its death was an accident and not 
deliberate. But if you sell the dead animal’s 
meat you could face arrest and prosecution.”

Pick the right type of bag 


WITH THE ARRIVAL OF August 
and the dreaded exam results 
being revealed, an increasing 
number of students are choos¬ 
ing to break up their studies by 
travelling overseas for extended 
periods - and a growing number 
of established professionals are 
also pressing pause for a career 
break too. 

But while a freewheeling attitude 
and sense of adventure are key to suc¬ 
cessful backpacking, careful planning 
is equally essential. 

If you’re considering taking off in the 
next few months, here are some top tips you 
might want to know... 

1. Make a plan 

Half the fun of backpacking is wonder¬ 
ing where you might end up, but it’s still 
worth having a rough plan in mind. It will 
help you to budget not only money - but 
also time. 

2. Consider an organised tour to get 
you started 

If you’re nervous about travelling alone, 
think about booking a place on a group tour 
to kickstart your adventure. It will give you 
an opportunity to settle into the rhythm of

travel and may also help you make a few 
friends. Contiki and Leap specialise in tours 
for younger travellers, while Exodus and 
Explore cater for an older market. 

3. Don’t be too ambitious 

There are so many places to visit in the 
world and there’s no pressure to see them 
all at once. 

Don’t listen to country counters who 
brag about the number of borders they’ve 
crossed; it’s far more rewarding to spend 
quality time in a destination. And there are 
plenty of places closer to home that are wor¬ 
thy of a visit. 

4. Buy the right bag 

Whether you’re planning to travel for 
two weeks or two months, your backpack 
will become your best friend for the dura¬ 
tion. Take time to purchase the right bag 
that isn’t too heavy (around 50 or 60 litres 
is ideal) and which fits comfortably. You 
should aim to have the weight distributed 
70-80% on the hips and 20-30% on the 
shoulders. 

5. Pack properly 

There’s no point buying an enormous 
backpack which you won’t be able to carry. 
Maximise the use of space in your bag by 
packing efficiently and leaving few gaps. 


Make sure items are also evenly distributed 
to ease weight pressure. 

6. Decide what to take 

Clothing will depend on your choice of 
destination, so think carefully about the 
climates you plan to visit. Merino wool base 
layers are ideal for cold destinations, and 
look out for T-shirts featuring Polygiene - a 
stay fresh technology which slows bacteria 
growth and keeps clothes clean for longer. 
A universal adapter, a compact quick-dry 
towel and a sink plug (because most of the 
sinks you’ll encounter won’t have one) are 
all extremely useful - and won’t take up too 
much space. 

7. Mingle with the locals 

It’s very easy to stick with fellow back¬ 
packers - and can often be good fun. To 
really get under the skin of a destination 
though, try and engage with some of the 
people who actually live there. Even a short 
conversation in a cafe can give you some in¬ 
sight into a place. 

8. Don’t get hooked on WiFi 

Uploading images to social media is a 

great way to stay in touch with friends back 
at home - but don’t let it detract from your 
travelling experience. Accept you may not 
always be able to log on in remote places, 
and also remember to appreciate time spent 
detached from technology.

THE spine is one of the most 
important parts of the body - it 
holds you up, keeps your mus¬ 
cles and organs together, and 
is a vital link between the brain, 
bones, muscles and nerves. 

Yet many people don’t look after 
their spine properly. In fact, back pain 
is the most common cause of long-term 
sick leave in the UK. 

Whether through poor lifestyle choices 
or bad office set-ups, many of us are unwit¬ 
tingly causing our own back-pain problems. 

Here Stewart Tucker, a consultant spi¬ 
nal surgeon at The Wellington Hospital, 
outlines seven simple ways to avoid putting 
your spine at risk... 

1. Don’t smoke 

Most people aren’t aware that smoking 
can have an impact on your spine health. 

“Bone density can decrease when you 
smoke, which increases the risk of osteopo¬ 
rosis, a condition that weakens the bones 
and makes them more likely to fracture,” 
says Tucker. “Smoking also impairs your 
blood flow and deprives your spinal tissues 
of the nutrients and oxygen they need to 
stay healthy. 

“Another factor is that due to deoxy- 
genated blood and damage to the lungs, 
your physical activity will likely decrease. 
When your cardiovascular system begins to 
weaken like this, simple acts such as walk¬ 
ing up stairs can become difficult, and any 
activity that reduces your mobility is going 
to have a negative impact on your spine. 
The solution? Stop smoking!” 

2. Exercise correctly 

“Everyone knows that exercise is good for 
us, and it’s hugely beneficial to your spine 
health,” says Tucker. “Engaging in fitness 
activities helps to keep your back healthy by 
allowing the discs to exchange fluids, which 
is how the spine receives its nutrition.” 

However, he stresses it’s important that, 
with any exercise, you hold the right pos¬ 
ture. “I see many avid gym-goers who hav¬ 
en’t been given the appropriate training on 
how to use gym equipment, meaning they 
may be doing themselves damage with their 
workout style. 

“Just as you can hurt your back by lifting 
heavy boxes or furniture, lifting weights 
with poor posture can cause damage to your 
lower spine. When you flex your back mus¬ 
cles against resistance while weightlifting, 
you’re putting your back in a compromised 
position. This can cause misalignments of 
the spine, which can not only cause pain, 
but may also manifest elsewhere in your 
body. 

“There are many ways you can harm your 
spine in the gym, so if you’re experiencing 
pain after workouts, it’s best to book in 
with a personal trainer so they can show

you how to use the equipment safely, which 
is crucial for maintaining a healthy spine.” 

3. Be careful with your smartphone 
posture 

Research suggests that, on average, Brits 
spend up to four hours a day glued to their 
smartphones. “The term ‘text neck’ has 
been attributed to the effect that having 
your head at a 30-60 degree angle for sev¬ 
eral hours a day can have on your spine,” 
warns Tucker. “This is because the effective 
weight of your head on your neck increases 
the more it’s bent, causing heavier strain on 
your cervical spine. 

“A normal standing head position would 
be facing and looking forward, this allows 
all the curves in your neck and spine to cor¬ 
rectly align, but when the chin’s dropped, 
you’re stretching the whole structure, often 
for a long time. This can cause increasing 
pain and, in some cases, long-term damage 
to your neck and spine.” 

4. Travel carefully 

“It’s not necessarily the travelling that’s 
damaging, it’s the effect that sitting in un¬ 
comfortable, unsupportive airplane, car 
or train seats for a long time can have on 
the fragile elements of your spine,” says 
Tucker. 

“There are also other factors to consider 
that go hand-in-hand with travelling, such 
as heavy suitcases, heavy hand luggage and 
awkward sleeping positions which can each 


aggravate painful areas in the back and 
neck. 

“If frequent travel is unavoidable, then 
ensure you keep your spine and back in 
mind when preparing for it. For example, 
try packing a little lighter or coming pre¬ 
pared with supportive pillows. You can also 
help yourself while travelling by ensuring 
you get up and move at least once an hour, 
and stay aware of your posture, especially if 
you intend to sleep.” 

5. Crank up the calcium 

“Calcium is incredibly important to bone 
health, and dairy products are an impor¬ 
tant source of calcium,” says Tucker, “but 
if you’re dairy-free due to a vegan diet or 
lactose intolerance, your bones may suffer. 

“Calcium deficiency can make bones soft, 
which means you’ll become susceptible to 
painful pressure factors in your spine which 
can lead to serious consequences. If you’re 
dairy-free, you can still ensure you’re get¬ 
ting your required calcium intake by includ¬ 
ing lots of calcium-rich foods like certain 
seeds, lentils, leafy green vegetables or fish 
with soft bones such as sardines or salmon.” 

6. Don’t sit so much 

“Our bodies aren’t designed for a sed¬ 
entary lifestyle, but with our present-day 
society being so heavily technology-driven, 
many of us are left with little choice but to 
spend a lot of time sitting at a desk. This 
can cause the back muscles around the 


spine to tense up from supporting the rest 
of the body in a single stance for so long. 

“If you have a desk job, it’s likely you’ll 
spend most of your daytime sitting down. 
Desks are terrible at encouraging bad pos¬ 
ture. Sitting in the same position for a long 
time with bad posture, slouching over a key¬ 
board, can cause compression on the discs 
in your spine and lead to premature degen¬ 
eration, which results in chronic pain.” 

7. Avoid dehydration 

It’s important to drink water for plenty 
of reasons, but one of the lesser known rea¬ 
sons is the effect that dehydration can have 
on your spine. 

“The discs between your vertebrae need 
proper hydration otherwise they can’t sup¬ 
port the weight of your spinal column and 
body,” says Tucker. “Dehydration causes 
vertebrae to touch each other and, over 
time, this wear and tear can make the discs 
more prone to rupturing. 

“Hydration is particularly important the 
older you get, as when you’re young your 
spine absorbs nutrients from your blood¬ 
stream, but as you get older that process 
diminishes. Once you’re dehydrated, your 
body will look for any source of water it can 
find, which will include the space between 
your invertebrate discs, which will give 
your spine less cushioning and leave less 
space for your nerves. Then you’ll begin ex¬ 
periencing back pain.” 
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Here’s how 
to soak up 
sun without 
getting spots 

Katie Wright asks dermatology 
experts how to stay protected. 

ALONG with trying to get a tan without getting sun¬ 
burn, and frolicking in the sea without leaving your 
hair a frazzled, salty mess, this is one of the great 
summer beauty dilemmas: How do you keep your face 
protected from the sun without causing an outbreak 
of acne? 

Sick of playing ‘SPF roulette’ every time we go on 
holiday (will it or won’t it lead to a smattering of spots 
the next morning?), we decided to turn to the skincare 
pros to find out exactly why some sun creams are to 
blame for this very irritating problem, and what can be 
done about it. Here’s what they had to say... 

Why does sunscreen cause acne? 

“Two things can cause sunscreen breakouts: oc¬ 
clusion of the pores by 
comedogenic materials, or a 
sensitivity reaction to chem¬ 
ical UV-blocking agents,” 
says Dr Sarah Shah, right, 
of Artistry Clinic. “Mineral 
sunscreens sit on top of the 
skin and can block your pores, 
which then causes spots, while 
chemical sunscreens can ir¬ 
ritate the skin, creating a 
bumpy, spot like rash.” 

Dr Justine Kluk, consultant 
dermatologist, explains: “Sun¬ 
screens have typically been 
very thick and greasy in the 

past. We are then encouraged to apply them frequently 
and liberally in order to get sufficient protection from 
harmful UV rays. 

“While this is essential to reduce our risk of sunburn 
and skin cancer, applying greasy or occlusive products 
on a regular basis can make the skin oilier, leading to 
blocked pores and ultimately blackheads and pimples. 

It can also lead to flare-ups in people who already suffer 
with acne.” 

Does sun help to dry up spots? 

“There is a temptation to skip the sunscreen if you 
have acne-prone skin, thinking that it may help the 
skin by drying it out and reducing the acne,” says Dr 
Mervyn Patterson, left, of Woodford Medical. “There 
is some element of truth in this, as a slight tan may 
temporarily hide the red spots and in some people, oil 
production is reduced. Unfortunately the effect is tem¬ 
porary, and a rebound increase in oil production and 
inflammation may occur. 

“An additional problem, particularly in the darker 
skin types, of exposing acne to UV is the risk of devel¬ 
oping what is called post-inflammatory hyper pigmen¬ 
tation,” he continues. “Here, the inflammation found 
in the acne spot triggers pro¬ 
duction of melanin by the 
melanocyte, so as the redness 
of the acne spot recedes it is 
replaced by a persistent area 
of brown pigmentation.” 

What type of sunscreen 
should you use to prevent 
acne? 

“The good news is that 
these days, there are lots of 
less oily and occlusive options 
available,” says Dr Kluk. 

“The best advice is to look 
for sunscreens or sun pro¬ 
tection moisturisers that are 
non-comedogenic, meaning non pore-blocking. This is 
usually stated on the package label and means that the 
product can be safely used to protect the skin without 
increasing breakouts.” 

“The formulation and ingredients of the sunscreen 
can exacerbate your spots,” adds Dr Patterson, who 
recommends opting for a ‘physical sunscreen’ rather 
than a chemical one. 

“If a sunscreen contains zinc and titanium, then you 
can be sure that product is a physical block. If you see 
ingredients ending in ‘zone’ and ‘salate’, then you are 
looking at chemical protection.” 

Using a sunscreen that has a high water-resistance is 
also sensible but importantly, the formulation is criti¬ 
cal. Many sunscreens on the market that claim high 
water-resistance are heavy, sticky products, prone to 
causing outbreaks.

Take part in Big Butterfly Count this weekend 



HISTORY fans are being asked to take a 
closer look at castles this summer in a bid to 
track the march north of a butterfly success 
story. 

The Marbled White, one of the UK’s most 
beautiful and striking butterflies, has seen its 
numbers soar with a 50% increase in the last 
40 years. 

Over the same period, the butterfly, which 
historically had its heartland in central south¬ 
ern England, has expanded its range consid¬ 
erably, particularly in south-east England, 
the Midlands and Yorkshire. 

Climate change is thought to be the main 
cause of the increasing range and abundance 
of this boldly marked butterfly, with warmer 
temperatures enabling it to colonise areas of 
long grass that have escaped intensive mod¬ 
ern farming methods. 

As part of this year’s Big Butterfly Count, 
Butterfly Conservation and English Heritage 
are asking people to look out for the Marbled 
White and other grassland butterflies when 
they visit the charity’s castles and their sur- 
_ . ,, ....... rounding grounds. 

Success story: the Marbled White English Heritage cares for the most castles 


across England and the grounds around these 
sites are typically rich in wildlife including 
butterflies. 

The meadows and grassland surrounding 
many English Heritage castles provide much 
needed habitat for other Big Butterfly Count 
species and offer a fantastic place to take part 
in the project. 

The easily overlooked Gatekeeper has expe¬ 
rienced a long run of below-average years and 
Butterfly Conservation is concerned about 
the long-term decline of such a widespread 
and common species. 

The Gatekeeper suffered an awful 2016 but 
recovered slightly last year so its progress this 
summer will help scientists find out if it has 
finally turned a corner. 

Other common grassland butterflies 
also had a good year in 2017 including the 
Meadow Brown, the UK’s most abundant 
butterfly, which had its greatest numbers for 
over a decade. 

The Ringlet also had one of its best years 
and continues a long-term trend of increasing 
abundance and the Common Blue bounced 
back from a horrendous 2016 to have an av¬ 


erage year in 2017. However another grass¬ 
land species, the Small Copper, has had a run 
of bad years with its numbers well below the 
long-term average in 2017. 

The Big Butterfly Count is the world’s larg¬ 
est butterfly survey, which encourages people 
to spot and record 17 species of common but¬ 
terflies and two day-flying moths during three 
weeks of high summer, across the UK. 

Results from the Big Butterfly Count will 
help track the ongoing spread of the Mar¬ 
bled White and could shed more light onto 
the long-term population fluctuations of this 
beautiful butterfly. 

Butterfly Conservation President, Sir 
David Attenborough, said: “This species is 
not only one of our most beautiful, but it also 
represents a butterfly success story, adapting 
to our changing climate to march north while 
increasing its population. 

The Count runs until August 12. Taking 
part in the Count is easy - find a sunny spot 
and spend 15 minutes counting the butterflies 
you see and then submit sightings online at 
www.bigbutterflycount.org or via the free Big 
Butterfly Count app.

It pays to think ahead when catering for large family groups 


Catering for the whole

FIND yourself getting anxious 
when you have friends coming 
over for lunch or dinner? 

Catering for big groups can seem 
stressful, but it doesn’t have to (total¬ 
ly) be that way. 

Here’s how professional cooks and reci¬ 
pe-book writers handle feeding the masses... 

Nadiya Hussain (Nadiya’s Family 
Favourites, Michael Joseph, £20) 

“When we get together, there’s 24 of us 
- to me that’s a small number, but that’s 
the number we’re used to. I think the trick 
to feeding lots of people is to get people to 
do a dish each - a one dish party - and I’m 
lucky, I’ve got sisters. Whenever they come 
to mine, they say, ‘I’ll bring this, I’ll bring 
that’. 

“I like to pre-make things, so if I’m doing 
a dessert for instance, I’ll do something like 
a tiramisu which can sit in the fridge for 
two days - so that’s done and made. Or if 
I’m doing roast potatoes, I’ll par-boil them 
beforehand, stick them in the freezer, then 
just stick them in the oven when I’m ready. 
I like to pre-prep beforehand.” 

Lucy Carr-Ellison and Jemima 
Jones of Tart London (A Love Of Eat¬ 
ing, Square Peg, £25) 

“We make more dishes, rather than mak-

ing three huge ones in a massive vat, more 
like seven dishes, and spread them out so 
it looks really nice down the table. Then 
there’s lots of choice and it’s nicer for the 
cooks as well. 

“Think about doing a variety of different 
textures too - we’ll do fun crunchy things 
like bruschettas, crispy little somethings, 
or fresh ceviche bites, so there’s extra little 
excitements down the table.” 

Anne Shooter (Cherish, Headline 
Home £28) 

“For traditional Friday night dinner 
[Shooter is Jewish], I start with mezze, fol¬ 
lowed by a buffet. When I was growing up, 
my mum would do egg, onion and chopped 
liver as the appetisers, but now, I will put 
out the egg, onion and chopped liver, but 
I’ll also do hummus and an aubergine salad 
and maybe some tabbouleh. 

“Then it’ll be a roast chicken or two, fla¬ 
voured with pomegranate molasses or pa¬ 
prika, that everyone can dig into.” 

“Traybakes! Scale up a big traybake, 
because you can do a lot of prep before. 
Working in a restaurant kitchen made 
me really keen on doing as much prep in 
advance as possible; during service you’ve 
got everything cut and ready, so you’re just 


cooking and assembling. So if you’re having 
a party, do a big tray of squash and sweet 
potatoes, with loads of salady bits on top 
of them. You could do all the chopping in 
advance, bag it up and put it in the fridge, 
and just chuck it into the tin an hour or so 
before you want it. 

“When you’re doing home-cooking, un¬ 
less you’re a wannabe chef, you don’t want 
to spend hours and hours in the kitchen.” 

Nargisse Benkabbou (Casablanca: My 
Moroccan Food, Mitchell Beazley, £20) 

“I have a huge family. The way it works 
is, we have a table for the kids and table 
for the adults, and we make lots of tagines 
- that’s one thing you can make very eas¬ 
ily for 50 people. But we start with salads, 
zaalouk [a smoky aubergine dip] or carrot 
salad or bakoula [spinach and preserved 
lemons], and in the middle of the table we’d 
serve the tagine and we’d just help our¬ 
selves.” 

Itamar Srulovich and Sarit Packer 
of Honey & Co. (Honey & Co: At Home, 
Pavilion, £26) 

“A lot of it is about getting stuff ready 
before, so that you’re not faffing when peo¬ 
ple are around, because that is the worst. . 
Put a few salads on the table and let people 
enjoy that, and then pull something out of 
the oven; it’s like, ‘Ta-dah!’”

Expert advice to protect 
your clothes from moths

ANYONE who’s ever pulled a be¬ 
loved sweater from the darkest 
depths of their wardrobe, only to 
discover it’s developed a smat¬ 
tering of holes since you last 
wore it, will know: It’s impossible 
to spot a moth in your home with¬ 
out feeling that shudder of dread. 

What’s it plotting; where’s it breed¬ 
ing; has it laid an army of larvae 
munching silently through every soft 
furnishing within a 20ft radius right 
this second? 

For a tiny insect that couldn’t look less 
threatening if it tried, moths pack a mighty 
punch. 

Wondering why you keep spotting moths 
hanging out on your walls or fluttering 
around your wardrobe, and - importantly - 
when to worry and what to do about them? 
We talk to the experts... 

You might be spotting more moths 
right now - but don’t panic 

At this time of year, it’s common to no¬ 
tice more moths indoors, but good news - 
they’re not all the garment-gorging kind. 

“There are two basic categories: Those 
that enter the house by accident and are 
unlikely to cause damage, and those that 
can breed inside houses, feeding on cloth¬ 
ing and sometimes stored food. The former 
are more commonly seen in summer and 
autumn, the latter at any time of the year,” 
explains Dr Chris Terrell-Nield, and ento¬ 
mologist at Nottingham Trent University 
(ntu.ac.uk). 

“You are likely to be visited by more of 
these ‘accidental’ moths in summer, be¬ 
cause we often leave windows open at night, 
and most moths are attracted to light.” 

Why do some homes attract more 
moths than others? 

Where ‘accidentals’ are concerned, a 
number of factors apply here. “This de¬ 
pends on how accessible the house is to 
night-flying insects,” says Dr Terrell-Nield. 
“It depends on where houses are, what 
kind of plants are in the garden and how 
biodiverse the local area is. Consequently, a 
city-centre flat is much less likely to attract 
lots of moths than a suburban house with a 
large garden, or one bordering semi-natural 
habitat, such as woodland.” 

Talking of plants, these are actually key 
in your home’s moth-appeal. “Moths are 
unfortunately attracted to certain plants, 
so if you’re growing them around your 
house, you may be the source of your own 
problem,” says Andy Baxter, gardening ex¬ 
pert and MD of InternetGardener.co.uk. 
“Evening primroses, butterfly bushes, hon¬ 
eysuckles, foxglove, longer weeds and grass 
will all attract moths. Whether they’re 
growing outside, near your windows and

doors, or if you’ve got some house-planted 
primroses, you could be attracting moths 
without even knowing it.” 

What about the moths breeding in¬ 
doors - and ravaging my clothes and 
carpets? 

Dr Chris Terrell-Nield says a few UK 
species can breed in houses, including “the 
brown house moth, the case-bearing clothes 
moth, and the common clothes moth”. The 
most commonly seen clothes moth is ‘tine- 
ola bisselliella’: Adult females are about 
lcm-long, silvery brown, and can lay about 
40 eggs. “These hatch in a few days, but the 
caterpillars can live for up to two years be¬ 
fore becoming a chrysalis, from which the 
adult emerges,” Dr Terrell-Nield notes. 

“The stage that causes damage is their 
caterpillar. Unusually for animals, these 
have the necessary enzymes to digest pro¬ 
teins such as keratin, which is what hair, 
wool and feathers are made of. 


“When an animal dies outdoors in sum¬ 
mer, after about a month, all that’s left is 
skin, hair and bones. The species found on 
this corpse include beetles (those that can 
eat your carpet) and clothes moths. So, as 
far as a clothes moth is concerned, your 
best woollen dress, cashmere sweater or 
sheepskin coat is a dead sheep, and thus a 
suitable place to lay its eggs!” he explains. 
“Locating a breeding site is helpful, as these 
moths are attracted to dark places such as 
wardrobes and draws, where clothes are 
usually stored. The larvae will eat any 
natural fibre, so curtains and bedding are 
equally at risk.” 

Is it true we’re seeing more moths 
indoors? 

“There are certainly more reports of 
clothes moth damage in recent years. 
This is largely due to our lifestyle. Cen¬ 
trally-heated homes provide year-round 
warmth throughout the house, which 


speeds up larval growth, producing more 
generations of adults. What we wear has 
also had an impact, since there is a trend 
towards more natural fibres. Moths also 
prefer dirty clothes (this adds to the nutri¬ 
tional quality) and love sweat residue. 

Stores often recommend dry-cleaning 
for natural fibres, so if people delay tak¬ 
ing coats and suits to be cleaned, there is a 
ready egg-laying site.” 

So, how can you keep clothes moths 
at bay? 

Dr Chris Terrell-Nield says “the best 
solution is to make your house as unattrac¬ 
tive as possible”. He suggests the following 
tips: 

1. Turn off the heat and open windows in 
the daytime to allow air to circulate. 

2. If you want windows open, draw the 
curtains and/or turn out lights at night. 
This will prevent ‘accidentals’ entering and 
causing disturbance. 

3. Shake out your clothing in daylight 
once or twice a month. This will disturb/ 
dislodge the insects. 

4. Beat rugs and cushions, then hang 
them out in the sun. Larvae don’t like light 
and will drop off. 

5. Vacuum upholstery and fixed textiles 
- but put the bag or contents straight into 
an outside bin, since vacuuming itself tends 
not to kill eggs or larvae. 

6. Use an environmentally-friendly 
household insecticide in hard-to-reach cor¬ 
ners. 

7. Wash suspect clothing at 50°C mini¬ 
mum. An economy low-temperature wash 
may not work. Alternatively, freeze at -18°C 
for a couple of days. 

8. Store rarely-worn clothing in a sealed 
bag. Moths can eat silk as well as hair-based 
fabrics, so wrap your best silk clothing in 
tissue and store in a breathable bag. 

9. Instead of using naphthalene moth 
balls and cedar balls (which can be effec¬ 
tive), why not try a Moth Box (£7.90, to- 
talwardrobecare.co.uk)? This contains a 
female pheromone and attracts male moths 
to its sticky interior. 

10. Declutter - each time you buy some¬ 
thing, take an item to a charity shop or to 
be recycled. 

11. Keep second-hand fabrics in sealed 
plastic bags until they’ve been thoroughly 
washed or dry-cleaned. Old furniture, 
clothes and upholstery can contain moths 
or their larvae - recognisable as inch-long, 
silvery threads. 

12. If all else fails, call in a pest control 
company. 

Employ some plant power 

Moths are repelled by certain plants, so 
your best defence is a natural one. Make life 
easier for yourself by growing some laven¬ 
der. Spearmint is also good and moths are 
not fans and will just avoid it. 

Andy Baxter says: “Take your spearmint 
and lavender and place it by windows, doors 
or any place where the moths are massing.”

How to build 
tidy pension 
pot for your 
retirement 



You may be carefully putting some cash aside for 
your retirement, but how confident are you that the 
pot you’re building will give you the sort of lifestyle 
you want? 

A survey has found four in five (80 per cent) 
people do not feel confident that they’re putting 
enough aside for later life, writes Vicky Shaw. 

This equates to some 30.4 million working-age peo¬ 
ple across the UK - who risk not being able to afford 
the lifestyle they want in later life, according to the 
report from the Pensions and Lifetime Savings Associ¬ 
ation (PLSA; www.plsa.co.uk). 

Of course, people’s ideas about how they’d like to 
spend their retirement may differ; you may want to 
get help from bodies like Pension Wise, or perhaps seek 
independent financial advice. 

Meanwhile, here are some 
general tips from Nigel 
Peaple, director of policy and 
research at the PLSA, to help 
with retirement planning... 

1. Do consider enrolling in I 
your workplace pension, if 
you are eligible and have not 
done so already. One of the 
main benefits of a workplace 
pension is that your employer 
has to pay in too. Over a third 
(36 per cent) of people we 
surveyed said their employer 
matches their pension contri¬ 
bution, and a quarter (26 per 

cent) have an employer who pays in more than they do. 

2. Don’t think that it is too late to start saving. If you 
haven’t been paying into a pension previously, and you 
think that there is no point starting now, don’t be dis¬ 
couraged. The added benefit of your employer’s contri¬ 
butions, the tax breaks you get from the Government, 
and investment growth all mean that your money will 
go further than you think. 

3. Do make use of the support available when you 
approach retirement. Pension Wise is a free Govern¬ 
ment guidance service offered to people aged over 50, 
to help them understand the different options available 
at retirement. 

4. Don’t assume that the amount you are saving into 
a workplace pension is enough. The minimum work¬ 
place pension contribution level is currently five per 
cent, increasing to eight per cent next year, and half 
(51 per cent) of people surveyed wrongly think this 
minimum is the “recommended amount”. 

5. Do consider whether you could be saving more for 
your retirement. A third (34 per cent) of people said 

they could afford to save more 
I towards their pension - in¬ 
creasing to 42 per cent of mil- 
lennials. While not everyone 
will be able to afford to, if you 
can put more into a workplace 
pension, it’s possible you 
could also benefit from higher 
contributions from your em¬ 
ployer. 

6. Don’t ignore your annual 
statement from your pension 
provider. It’s important to 
read your statements and 
' consider whether you need 
to take any action as a result. 
For example, paying more into your pension, updating 
your expected retirement age, or consolidating differ¬ 
ent pension pots into one with lower charges. 

7. Do consider regulated financial advice. An inde¬ 
pendent financial adviser could help you get the right 
product or products to suit your needs and help your 
money go further. 

8. Don’t be afraid to ask questions. If you have any 
questions about your pension pot, such as charges or 
your investments, your scheme provider will be able 
to help. The Pensions Advisory Service can also offer 
free, independent information and guidance on pension 
matters. 

9. Do spend time thinking about how you want to 
access your money in the lead up to retirement. Only 
a third (31 per cent) are confident they understand all 
the options available. Deciding what to do with pension 
savings is a very complex decision and sometimes you 
only have one chance to get it right, so it’s important to 
dedicate some time to retirement planning. 

10. Don’t fall into a scammer’s trap. Be wary if a 
company approaches you out of the blue - whether over 
the phone, on email, or in person - and if they make 
claims of high returns with low risk, or tax loopholes. 

If it sounds too good to be true, it usually is.

When administrators sell a brand to China’s 
biggest car makers you get the feeling 
there might just be a bright future ahead. 

And that’s just what happened to MG 
following the collapse of the Rover Group 
back in 2005 when NAC - China’s oldest car 
manufacturer - rescued the affordable sports 
car brand. 

Two years later the company merged with 
SAIC to form the country’s largest motor 
manufacturing group, signalling an upturn in 
fortunes for an iconic brand which had once 
looked destined for the scrapheap. 

It’s one of those marriages that you just 
know will work. Just like Fosun, China’s third 
biggest company, buying out the famous - 
but struggling - Wolverhampton Wanderers 
Football Club and promising to transform the 
Wolves to a major European force again. 

Things have taken a serious upturn for MG 
since the arrival of the Chinese and the new 
MG3 is the latest edition to the brand’s rapidly 
evolving product range. 

MG sales in the UK doubled in the last 
12 months to close on 9,000 units and the 
owners see those figures growing year on 
year as a new breed of MG lovers emerges. 
And many will be attracted to the MG3 
which reappears with 1,000 new parts, big 
fascia changes, an improved engine and 
competitive B-Sector prices ranging from 
£9,495 to £12,795. 

The first thing you notice is the eye-catching 
new grille which frames the brand’s famous 
logo and follows the new trend of “big and 
brash” alongside LED daylight running lights. 
MG badges to front and rear are bigger than 
ever and there’s a refreshed rear treatment 
with electronic tailgate. There are three

different versions; the entry grade ‘Explore’, 
mid grade ‘Excite’ and the forecasted top- 
seller ‘Exclusive’ all packed with a host of 
technology. All versions come with Bluetooth 
telephone and audio streaming and AUX/USB 
as standard, while ‘Excite’ and ‘Exclusive’ 
boast an 8” colour touchscreen with Apple 
CarPlay™, DAB radio and steering wheel 
audio controls. The ‘Exclusive’ version adds a 
reversing camera. 

And just to prove how confident MG Motor 
UK is in the quality and reliability of this 
upgraded arrival there’s a full seven year or 
80,000 miles warranty across the range 

Personalisation choices mean you can pick 
your own colour wing mirrors or add roof 
graphics and the sporty chassis and spacious 
cabin make the MG3 a competitive choice in 
the Supermini segment. 

The MG3 was first seen in 2013 as a fun car 
and an updated version in 2015 added stop- 
start technology now a new management 
system means the car meets Euro 6D 
emissions regulations. 


Recognising that the car would appeal to 
new drivers thanks to its low 7E/8E insurance 
group grading, MG’s designers have worked 
hard to ensure ample safety features were 
included. Each model in the line-up has twin 
front, side and curtain airbags, electronic 
stability control, corner brake control, hill hold 
control and traction control as standard. 

MacPherson struts remain at the front while 


torsion beams support the rear, aided by a 
spring which helps deliver high frequency 
dampening. All these features have been 
integrated with the hydraulic power assisted 
steering (FIPAS) system, giving the car an agile 
ride quality. 

The test car was powered by a DOFIC VTI-

Some C4 Cactus customers were a little 
prickly when it came to the bubble wrap 
Airbump panels which adorned the sides 
of the original model. Personally, I thought 
they were distinctive and hinted at a fun 
drive but what do I know? 

For the second-generation compact 
hatchback, Citroen bowed to pressure and 
reduced those tough, air filled polyurethane 
bump strips to slender strips. In fact, only 
10 per cent of all the original exterior body 
components have been retained for this 
model. 

Experience 

A new look front end now boasts LED 
daytime running lights, sharper headlights 
and additional chrome highlighting together 
with body coloured bumper side scoops, all 
ensuring a clear delineation between the old 
and the new. 

The driving experience has also changed 
thanks to the addition of progressive hydraulic 
cushion suspension which adjusts in stages 
to match the road surface, advanced comfort 
seats with high density foam and noticeably 
larger squabs (ie the bit you sit on). 

Better cabin soundproofing has been 
achieved through the addition of an acoustic 
windscreen, thicker glass, new door seals and 
improved sound insulation round the engine 
housing. 

But not everything has changed - thank 
goodness. The new Cactus has retained 
the funny little rear quarter window opening- 
ratchet release and push - just enough for a 
breath of fresh air. 



All apps and info are on a touchscreen 

Technology on the new C4 Cactus includes 
active safety brake and blind spot monitoring 
- an increasingly useful aid in these days of 
undisciplined motorway driving - park assist 
and a reversing camera, plus hill start assist, 
grip control and fog lights with a cornering 
function. All are evidence of the market this 
new car is aimed at. 

And watch out for the ‘take a break’ flashing 
cup and saucer which appears on the dash 
when you have been on the road for more 
than two hours. 

The all-important connectivity - in this case 
via MirrorLink - is compatible with Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto. All apps and info 
are contained on a seven-inch touch screen. 
DAB radio and Bluetooth are standard on all 
models. 

For those who like to make their mark on a 
car, there are 31 exterior combinations - nine 
body colours combined with four body packs 


plus four different designs and materials for 
the interior. 

Needless to say, the engine range has also 
been revised. A new PureTech 130 petrol with 
six-speed manual transmission, has been 
added to the list to run alongside the PureTech 
110 with manual or automatic gearing and the 
BlueHDi 130. Truth to tell, the I.Slitre diesel 
was hard work and far less agile than the 


1.2litre 130 petrol which hummed along very 
nicely. 

On the road, the hydraulic suspension, 
while not able to iron out every rut and bump, 
certainly makes a difference and, combined 
with the optional wider, advanced comfort 
seats, adds up to a smooth driving experience 
which borders on fun - despite those smaller 
airbumps. 


Three different trims are on offer - Feel, Feel 
Edition and Flair. Prices start at £17,265 for the 
Feel Edition - a special introductory launch 
version powered exclusively by the PureTech 
82 with five-speed manual gearing. Feel starts 
at £17,965 and the top of the range Flair at 
£19,865. So, not cheap but a price point which 
clearly demonstrates Citroen’s upmarket 
intentions with this model.
